But it turns out that its not in very good condition. You cannot say, “I think. 
I'll pass and wait until I find a better example.” Because the odds are that 
that better example will never come to light!

This battery was organized by Captain Peter Simonson from Columbia 
City, Indiana. It consisted of men from Allen, Noble, and Whitley Counties of 
Indiana. However, there were about 15 to 20 men from Dekalb County in this 
battery. Most of them from Butler Township. This battery was responsible for 
the shot from a cannon that killed confederate General Leonidos Polk at Pine 
Mountain Georgia. The very next day a confederate sharp shooter shot Captain 
Simonson right in the forehead. He was killed instantly. The body was brought 
back to Columbia City where a mourning wife and young daughter were waiting.

Biography of John Otto. Vol. I, page 661. Presidents, Soldiers, Statesmen; 
H. H. Hardesty, Publisher, New York, Toledo, and Chicago, 1894. John Otto Was 
born Sept. 10, 1826, in Germany, and is the son of Christopher and Catherine 
(Schnegass) Otto, both deceased; he settled in DeKalb county, Ind., in Feb., 1865. 
He married in Fort Wayne, Jan. 26, 1865, Catherine M. Reehling, born March 2, 
1841, in Allen county, Ind. Their children are Catherine, Frances, Emma dec., 
Lucy, Clara, Lizzie and Alpha. The parents of Mrs. Otto are John and Christina 
(Kaiser) Reehling, now deceased. Mr. Otto was a blacksmith at Ft. Wayne when at 
the age of 35, he enlisted there Dec. 7, 1861, as 2d Lieut., in the 11th Ind. Bat. He 
was promoted to the rank of Ist Lieut., in March, 1863. At the battle of Kenesaw 
Mt., he was wounded by a piece of shell in bowels, also received a slight gunshot 
wound; he was taken to the field hospital at Marietta where he remained five or six 
days; he was discharged from this first enlistment in 1863, at Bridgeport, Ala., by 
reason of promotion, in the same command. After the battle of Chickamauga he 
was in command of the 20th Ohio Battery, During the battle of Mission Ridge he 
had under command ten guns. In front of Atlanta he had command of three large 
siege guns. The Battery in Feb. 1862, was attached to Gen., Buell’s army at 
Louisville, Ky., and participated in the campaign of 1862, to Nashville, Shiloh, 
Corinth, Tuscumbia, Florence, Athens, Huntsville, Stevenson, and back to 
Nashville, where it was stationed at Capitol Hill for the protection of Nashville, 
during the winter. In the campaign of 1863, the battery was attached to Gen. 
McCooks, 20th Corps, Sheridan’s Div., Lytle’s Brig. After the Tullahoma 
campaign it crossed with the Corps the Tennessee River at Bridgeport, ascended 
Ragoon, Sand and Lookout Mts., and descended Lookout Mt., near Lafayette, Ga., 
ascended the mountain again, went north on the mountain and descended at 
Hoover’s Gap and arrived at Crawfish Springs on the 19th of Sept., and took part 
in the battle on the 20th and in its retreat to Chattanooga where it went into 
position under Lookout Point opposite Moccassin Point, etc., and took part in the 
fights of Lookout Mts., and Mission Ridge. In the campaign of 1864, the battery 
was attached to Gen. G.H. Thomas’ Headquarters from whom they received their 
orders directly. Mr. Otto draws a pension, he is a member of DeLong Post, 67, has 
held the office of Post commander and chaplain in the same; he is a shoemaker and 
his address is Auburn, DeKalb Co., Ind. 

Biography of John F. Otto, pages 918 /919. History of De Kalb County, 
Indiana. Inter-State Publishing Company, Chicago, 1885. John F. Otto, dealer in 
boots and shoes and groceries, Auburn, Ind., is a native of Prussia, born in Erfurt, 
Dec. 10, 1826. When fourteen years of age he was apprenticed by his parents to 
learn the trade of a glove maker, serving till he was eighteen. He then worked as a 
journeyman till nearly twenty-one, when he enlisted in Prussian artillery service, 
and assisted in crushing the rebellion in the South German States, and participated 


in two battles and in siege of the fortified city of Rastadt in 1848 and 1849. In 1851 
he was honorably discharged as a non-commissioned office, and immediately after 
emigrated to the United Stares, landing in New York in May. He found 
employment as a farm hand near Albany, but was defrauded out of his wages, and 
the following winter was the hardest he ever saw, being in a strange land, without 
money or friends. His parents came to America in the summer of 1851 and settled 
in Buffalo, N.Y., but he did not find them till the spring of 1852. He remained with 
them till the fall of 1853, when they all came to Indiana and located in Fort Wayne, 
and he was employed in the shops of the Pittsburg & Ft. Wayne Railroad till 
October, 1861, when he enlisted in the Eleventh Indiana Battery; was mustered 
into service Dec. 17 and served till Jan.7, 1865. At the organization of the battery 
he was commissioned Junior First Lieutenant, and Aug. 12, 1863, at Bridgeport, 
Tenn., was promoted to First Lieutenant. Nov. 17, 1863, he was placed in 
command of the Twentieth Ohio Battery, but was relieved Dec. 1 by an order from 
headquarters to return to Indiana on recruiting service, joining his battery again in 
the spring of 1864. He participated in the battles of Shiloh, Corinth, Nashville, 
Murfreesboro, Manchester, Chickamauga, Chattanooga, Mission Ridge, Buzzard’s 
Roost, Dalton, Resaca, Kingston, New Hope Church, Burnt Hickory, Kenesaw 
Mountain (where he was wounded), Chattahoochee River and Atlanta. After his 
return from the war he located in Auburn, and, in company with Ernest Myers, 
engaged in the boot and shoe business under the firm name of Myers & Otto. In 
1867 Mr. Myers retired from the firm, and Mr. Otto has since carried on the 
business alone. In 1870 he added a stock of groceries, and a now has a large and 
increasing trade. He was married Jan. 26, 1865, to Mariah C. Reehling, of Fort 
Wayne. They have six children---Kate, Francis, Lucy, Clara, Lizzie and Alpha 
Blaine. Mr. and Mrs. Otto are members of the Presbyterian church. He is a member 
of DeLong Post, No. 67, G.A.R. 

Biography of Capt. John F. Otto, pages 395/396/397. History of DeKalb 
County, Indiana; B. F. Bowen & Company, Inc., Indianapolis, 1914. Among the 
representative citizens and honored ex-soldiers of DeKalb county, Indiana, is the 
subject of this review, who, after a quarter of a century of untiring effort in 
business pursuits, is now retired and living quietly in his home in Auburn. To such 
men as Captain Otto we turn with particular satisfaction as offering in their life 
stories justification for works of this character, owing to the life of honest and 
sobriety he has led and his energetic nature and patriotic spirit. Captain John F. 
Otto was born in Erfurt, Prussia, on December 10, 1826, and at the age of fourteen 
yeas was apprenticed by his parents to learn the trade of a glove maker, serving as 
such until he was eighteen years old. He then enlisted in the Prussian artillery 
service and assisted in crushing the rebellion in the South German states, 
participating in two battles and in the siege of the fortified city of Rastadt in 1848

and 1849. In 1851 Captain Otto was discharged from military service as a non- 
commissioned office, and immediately emigrated to the United States, landing in 
New York City in May of that year. He soon found employment as a farm hand 
near Albany, New York, but was defrauded of his wages, and the following winter 
was one of privation and suffering, for, being a stranger in a strange land, without 
money or friends, he knew not which way to turn, In the summer of 1851 his 
parents came to this country and settled at Buffalo, New York, but he did not find 
them until the spring of the following year. He remained with them until the fall of 
1853 when they all moved to Fort Wayne, Indiana, and he obtained employment in 
the shops of the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne railroad. He was thus employed at the 
outbreak of the Civil war and in October, 1861, loyal to his adopted country, he 
enlisted in the Eleventh Indiana Battery, being mustered into the service on 
December 17th of that year and serving with courage and valor until January 7, 
1865, when he was honorably discharged. At the organization of the battery he was 
commissioned junior first lieutenant, and on August 12, 1863, at Bridgeport, 
Tennessee, he was promoted to first lieutenant because of valiant service on the 
field of battle. On November 17, 1863, he was placed in command of the 
Twentieth Ohio Battery, but was relieved by a general order from headquarters to 
return to Indiana on recruiting service. In the spring of 1864 he rejoined his 
battery, with which he served until the end of the war. He took part in the battles of 
Shiloh, Corinth, Nashville, Murfreesboro, Manchester, Chickamauga, 
Chattanooga, Mission Ridge, Buzzard Roost, Dalton, Resaca, Kingston, New Hope 
Church, Burnt Hickory, Kenesaw Mountain (where he was wounded), 
Chattahoochee River and Atlanta. After his return from the army Captain Otto 
located in Auburn, and in company with Ernest Myers he engaged in the boot and 
shoe business. In this enterprise he was successful and in 1867 he bought his _ 
partner’s interest and continued alone. Three years later he added a stock of 
groceries and continued his business with gratifying results until 1890, when, 
having amassed sufficient in a material way to insure his future years against want 
or embarrassment, he retired from active business and is now living quietly in his 
pleasant home in Auburn. On January 26, 1865, Captain Otto married Mariah C. 
Reehling, of Fort Wayne, and to them have been born six children, namely: Kate 1s 
the wife of Isaac Grogg, of Auburn, who is mentioned at length elsewhere in this 
work; Francis and her brother Alpha Blaine, are at Berkeley, California, where the 
latter is a successful pharmacist; Lucy is the wife of Herbert I. Scott, of 
Indianapolis; Clara is the wife of John S. Samuels, of Los Angeles, California, and 
Lizzie is living with her parents in Auburn.

These 
were the handful of men who witnessed the exploding of the cannon that killed 
Henry Shoemaker before they boarded the train. One of these men was Lt. Charles 
K. Baxter, who owned the newspaper in Waterloo City. He later became the 
brother-in-law of Frank W. Willis. They were in business together for a while 
until Baxter sold out to Willis and moved to Kansas. Private John Keller from 
Waterloo died shortly after his enlistment. His body was brought home. He being 
the 2™ grave in Waterloo cemetery. Henry Shoemaker, being the 1“ to be buried in 
the Waterloo cemetery. The 19" Indiana became known as part of the famous

Company K was organized by volunteers from the southern part of 
Steuben and the northern part of Dekalb counties. The officers first 
selected were: Wesley Parks, Capt.; Simeon C. Aldrich, 1° Lt.; John H. 
Wilson, 2™ Lt. The officers were commissioned September 20", 1861, 
and mustered in with the company, November 22™, 1861. 

Wesley Parks took an active part in recruiting the company, and was 
selected by the men as their fist captain, but resigned December 10", 1861, 
on account of disability. Mr. Parks, after his resignation as Captain of Co. 
K, was appointed Sutler, and filled the place until April 22", 1862, when 
he resigned on account of ill health. He died in August, 1868, and is 
buried in Missouri.

April 7”, 1862 “Shiloh” 

On Monday morning, April 7", the regiment was ordered to the front 
to report to General Sherman in the “Perry Field”. They marched directly 
in the rear of the line of battle for one and half miles when they were halted 
and then ordered to march by the left flank. Sharp fighting now 
commenced and in their first charge they were exposed to a galling fire

from a battery of heavy field artillery, supported by a strong force of 
infantry. An attempt was made to capture the battery, but the firing was 
too severe. The regiment wavered and then rallied, and advanced to within 
100 yards of the guns. It appeared as if no one could live under such a fire 
of grape and canister. The men fell to the ground and tried to pick off the 
gunners but the smoke was too intense. At this moment the 9° Indiana 
came up to reinforce the 44". and the two regiments made a dash toward 
the battery which was then captured. The rebels attempted to retake it but 
were repulsed with great slaughter. While the 44" was in front of the 
battery, Nicholas Ensley, of Co. K was knocked down, his gun being 
struck and bent nearly double. It was supposed he was killed as he was 
covered with blood, but he soon began to kick and gasp for breath. It was 
then discovered that his rifle had been hit by a cannon shell and he only 
had his breath knocked out. The blood had spurted on him from a soldier 
of another regiment who had been mortally wounded at his side. He soon 
recovered, secured another gun and went to it again. 


“Missionary Ridge” 

As the sun neared the horizon, we arrived at the railroad, three- 
fourths of a mile from the outer line of fortifications; here a stand was 
made, the regiment was posted behind the railroad embankment some three 
or four feet high, which afforded a substantial protection. Here we had a 
vigorous fight and the enemy was repulsed. Volunteer skirmishers were 
now called for. Nicholas Ensley, of Co. K, was among those responding, 
and he had a single handed fight with a rebel; after firing four or five 
rounds apiece at each other Nick wounded the rebel and drove him from 
his cover, and capturing his haversack, found it chalk full of fat meat only. 
While the regiment was watching the result of the fight, the rebels 
succeeded in running a cannon on the railroad track about 150 rods to our 
left, and commenced throwing shells. The first one flashed like lightning 
through the regiment, passing in such close proximity to the writer’s head 
that it knocked him head-over-stomach, causing the sudden appearance of 
innumerable stars, and a terrible roaring that lasted for months. From 
George W. Gordon’s memoirs, Auburn Indiana.

After his 
return from the army he was stricken with violent illness and at times suffered 
greatly, due to his exposure in the service for this country. At times regaining his 
health, he thought that he would become stronger, and for a number of year was 
much improved, but after the fire of 1896 he again lost his health, and from that 
date gradually failed, although he held on to life always with a tenacious grip, and 
his sturdy constitution gave him courage to live as long as he could, until he had 
passed the three score years and ten. Many a time he seemed cheerful when he was 
suffering from severe pain. He enjoyed his home and reared a large family. On 
January 1, 1884, Mr. Willis formed a partnership with E.P. Dickinson, and the new 
firm bought out the Waterloo Press, then owned by C. K. Baxter. For a number of

Biography of Moses B. Willis, pages 928/929/930/931. History of DeKalb 
County, Indiana; B. F. Bowen & Company, Inc., Indianapolis, 1914. As long as 
history endures will the American nation acknowledge indebtedness to heroes who, 
between 1861 and 1865, fought for the preservation of the Union and the honor of 
that starry banner which has never been trailed in the dust of defeat in single 
polemic struggle in which the country has been involved. Among those whose 
military records as valiant soldiers of the war of the Rebellion reflect lasting honor 
upon them and their descendants is Moses B. Willis, well know citizen of DeKalb 
county, where he has long maintained his home and won an honored name by 
virtue of his consistency to truth, honesty and right living. Therefore, he is 
eminently qualified for a place in this present work. Moses B. Willis was born on 
November 8, 1839, at Salina, Onondaga county, New York, the fourth in order of 
birth of the children that were born to Henry and Emerline (Hewitt) Willis. At the 
age of four years he accompanied his parents on their removal to DeKalb county, 
Indiana, settling one-half mile east of Green’s Corners, in Richland township. 
There he was reared amid the hardships incident to pioneer life, assisting his father 
in his struggles to reclaim a farm from the dense forest which covered the land. His 
first school was obtained in the district school of that neighborhood, which was 
supplemented by two terms attendance at the seminary at Orland, Steuben county, 
Indiana, and later two terms at the Auburn high school. He was a good student and 
qualified himself so well in his studies as to pass a creditable examination and 
received a license to teach, which vocation he followed during the winters of 1858- 
59-60. On the breaking out of the Civil war Mr. Willis enlisted in September, 

1861, in Company K, Forty-fourth Regiment Indiana Volunteer Infantry, for three 
years, taking the place of his father, who had enlisted, but whom he persuaded to 
remain at home with his family, insisting that the younger men ought to be first to 
go. In the organization of his company he was appointed third sergeant, and on 
April 17, 1863, he was commissioned second lieutenant, but owing to the depleted 
condition of the county he was not mustered on that commission. About this time 
General Rosecrans conceived the idea that he could accomplish great things by 
organizing a corps of the flower of the army, with which he would dash upon the 
enemy at unexpected times and places, and to this end he ordered details from each 
regiment. T'wo sergeants and five corporals were chosen for their bravery and 
soldierly bearing by the commissioned officers of the regiment, and from among 
this number Mr. Willis was chosen as one of the sergeants from his regiment. To 
these were to be added three privates from each company, to be chosen by the 
captain, all of whom were to be mounted and furnished with the best of equipment. 
Had the government or the department of war approved of the plan, it would 
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undoubtedly have been very effective, but the approval was not gained, therefore 
the plan was dropped and the men were returned to their respective commands. 
After the battle of Chickamauga, Mr. Willis was detailed with the others to go to 
Indiana to solicit recruits for his company, and while thus engaged his regiment re- 
enlisted as a veteran organization, the members being granted thirty days furlough 
at home. On returning to the field Mr. Willis also re- enlisted as a veteran and 
served in his regiment post guard at Chattanooga. On January 16, 1865, he was 
commissioned and mustered in as captain of his company. The regiment was short 
of men on account of those who did not veteranize and who, on account of the 
expiration of their enlistment were discharged, but the regiment was given recruit 
substitutes and drafter men from two other regiments that did not veteranize. On 
June 17, 1865, Captain Willis was detailed on a general court martial for the trial 
of several cases, and was made president of the court, in which position he served 
until the duties of the court were completed. On June 26, 1865, Mr. Willis was 
detailed as inspector of the Second Brigade, First Separate Division, Army of the 
Cumberland, which later was disbanded and he returned to his company, with 
which he remained until he was mustered out in September, 1865. During his 
military service, Mr. Willis took part in the terrible battle of Shiloh, being badly 
wounded in the right hand on the second day of the fight. He also was in the siege 
of Corinth, and at Perrysville, Stone River, Chickamauga, Mission Ridge and other 
Sanguinary engagements, beside many long and tiresome marches, and yet, in spite 
of his arduous service, he never spent a day or night in a hospital. According to the 
statements of his comrades, he was a soldier of unusual valor and courage and was 
held in the highest esteem by his superior officers. On his return from the army 
Captain Willis engaged in farming and clearing a tract of land, while operating and 
living on another farm. In the spring of 1875, on account of the health of himself 
and wife, he retired from active farming and engaged with his father at Waterloo in 
the book, stationery, wall paper and notions trade, in which he engaged until 
September, 1877, when he came to Auburn and here engaged in the same line of 
business, which commanded his attention for about twenty years. He was fairly 
successful in this enterprise, but after the death of his wife in 1903 he went to 
Oklahoma for about five years, there taking up a homestead claim from the 
government, during which time he was again married. Returning to Auburn he 
retired from active business and is now living quietly in his home at this place, 
secure in the confidence and esteem of all who know him. On November 9, 1865, 
Captain Willis was united with Elizabeth J. Britton, eldest daughter of Hon. Lewis 
D. and Martha (McCague) Britton, and to this union were born three children, two 
sons and a daughter. The wife and mother departed this life on June 29, 1901. The 
second son, Lewis H., died at his home in Indianapolis, February 24, 1911, leaving 
a widow, but no children. Marion B., the eldest son, is a resident of Auburn, while 
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the daughter, Nettie B., is the wife of William Eckhart, of Los Angeles, California. 
While a resident of Oklahoma, Captain Willis married Mrs. Maria M. Holmes. In 
the winter of 1867 he made a profession of religion, and has been an active and 
faithful member of the Methodist Episcopal church at Auburn continuously since, 
having been a member of the official board for thirty-six years. Fraternally, he is a 
member of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows and the Grand Army of the 
Republic, while politically, he has always affiliated with the Republican and 
Prohibition parties. Believing that the temperance question ts the greatest now 
before the American people and being a man of distinct convictions on the great 
question of the day, on both social and economic lines. A man of forceful 
individuality, his probity of character and his genial personality have gained for 
him universal esteem and friendship. In the locality where he has spent practically 
his entire life he has always taken a leading part in the welfare of the community, 
having ever been willing to aid in those things which make for better educational 
advantages, better homes, better living and higher citizenship. Because of his 
sterling qualities of character, his loyalty to his country in the time of its need and 
his honorable career in private life, he is eminently deserving of the enviable 
standing which he now enjoys in this community. 

Biography of Moses B. Willis, pages 949 / 950. History of De Kalb County, 
Indiana. Inter-State Publishing Company, Chicago, 1885. Moses B. Willis, dealer 
in books, stationery and notions, Auburn, was born in Salina, Oneida Co., N_Y., 
Nov. 8, 1839, ason of Henry and Emeline (Hewitt) Willis. In 1843 his parents 
moved to Indiana and settled in Richland Township, De Kalb County, where he 
was reared on a farm, receiving his education in the district schools, with the 
exception of two terms at high school in Orland, Steuben County, and two at 
Auburn, De Kalb County. In the winters of 1859 and 1860 he taught two terms in 
Jackson and Fairfield Townships. In September,1861, he enlisted in Company K, 
Forty-fourth Indiana Infantry for three years, and served a few days over four 
years, having veteranized in February, 1864. He enlisted as a private, but was 
appointed Third Sergeant, and April 17, 1863, was promoted to Second Lieutenant. 
Owing to the depleted condition of his regiment he was not mustered in as 
Lieutenant, but Jan. 16, 1865, he was commissioned Captain, the regiment having 
been filled up with recruits. He was muster out in September, 1865. He participated 
in the battle of Shiloh, where he was slightly wounded, siege of Corinth, in the 
march from Corinth to Battle Creek, Tenn,. where they remained about a month, 
and they joined the race between Generals Buell and Bragg to Louisville. 
Afterward participated in the battles of Stone River, Chickamauga, Mission Ridge 
and others. After the battle at Mission Ridge his regiment was stationed at 
Chattanooga on guard duty, where they remained till their discharge, and during 
their stay at Chattanooga, on June 17, 1865, he was detailed as a member of a 
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general court-martial for the trial of several cases, and served as president of the 
court until detailed by order of General Thomas, on June 26, 1865, to act as 
Inspector of the Second Brigade, First Separate Division, Army of the 
Cumberland, which position he filled until the brigade was broken up, when he 
again returned to and took charge of his company, with which he remained until 
they were mustered out. After his return home he followed agricultural pursuits in 
Richland Township till the spring of 1875, when he went to Waterloo and engaged 
with his father and brother in the notions business, retiring from the firm in the fall 
of 1877, when he came to Auburn and became established in he present business. 
He was married Nov. 9, 1865, to Miss E.J., daughter of L.D. Britton, of Corunna. 
They have three children---Marion B, Lewis H. and Nettie B. Politically he is a 
Republican. He and his wife and daughter are members of the Methodist Episcopal 
church.

Levi Wallack, of Co. K, a few days subsequently noticed that several 
of the rebel cattle had strayed from the main herd, and were grazing near 
the rebel picket line. Wallack, unperceived, crawled within their lines, and 
after several hours maneuvering, succeeded in driving off three head. The 
rebels when too late, saw the trick; a rattling discharge of musketry brought 
Wallack and his cattle inside our picket lines in double-quick time, amid 
cheers on both sides. 

Incidental to this, and after the regiment had been detailed as Provost 
Guards in the city and when rations were yet scarce, a detail of several men 
from the regiment were among the guards at the pontoon bridge across the 
‘Tennessee River. At about 10:00 in the evening, Benjamin F. Cornell, 
James M. Chilcoat, came to camp and told the boys to hold themselves in 
readiness to kill some beeves, as a drove of cattle would cross the river in 
about an hour and they would stampede a part of the herd, and in pretending 
to drive them back, would run them past the camp. The plan succeeded 
admirably; about midnight seven head of fine fellows came trotting along 
up to the camp of the 44". Polls of axes were at once utilized, a thud and a 
falf was all that was heard. The next morning neither hide nor entrails 
could be seen, but numerous cracker boxes throughout the regiment, filled 
with beef testified that the cattle did not escape. 

Not withstanding the suffering from hunger and almost constant 
watch in the trenches, not a murmur was heard. Every soldier knew the 
situation and the difficulty in forwarding supplies. All were willing to 
undergo the trials and hardships until the arrival of re-enforcement’s and the 
opening of the blockade, rather than abandon the place and fight for it again 
at some future time.

Company F was organized by volunteers from Dekalb County, who 
elected for their first officers, George W. Merrill, Captain; James Colgrove, 
1“ Lieutenant; Thomas C. Kinmont, 2" Lieutenant. These officers were 
commissioned September 20% 1861, and were mustered in with the 
company, November 22°" 1861. The men mainly enlisted early in 
September. 

Thomas C. Kinmont entered the service as 2" Lieutenant from 
Newville Indiana, at the organization of the company; led the company at 
Fort Donelson and Shiloh; received a wound breaking the thigh bone; was 
honorably mentioned in Colonel Reed’s report; was promoted Captain June 
24" 1862; resigned February 25"", 1863. He was returned to Ohio by train 
to Antwerp Ohio, where a group of men carried him over the corduroy 
roads in a special made bed a distance of about seven miles to his fathers 
farm home. Under the care of Dr. B.M. Rakesraw of Hicksville he regained 
his health and became interested in medicine. He graduated from the 
medical department of Michigan University at Ann Arbor and returned to 
practice medicine at Hicksville Ohio. Dr. Kinmont was popular and was 
elected the first mayor of Hicksville. His wife was fist lady postmaster of 
Hicksville Ohio. 

John Gunsenhouser was mustered in as a Sergeant; promoted 1° 
Lieutenant May 15", 1862; Captain, July 4'" 1863; led his company at the 
Battle of Chickamauga, where he fell the second day of the battle, 
September 20", 1863. He was highly praised by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Aldrich in his official report of the battle. John Gunsenhouser was from 
Butler, Indiana. He left a wife and four children. 

Alexander Kinmont was mustered in as a Corporal; re-enlisted as a 
veteran; was promoted 1“ Lieutenant June 3“, 1864: was promoted 
Quartermaster January Wis 1865, and was mustered out with the regiment. 
Resides at Auburn, Indiana. 


Fort Donelson 
Sergeant Gordon, Co. K relates, incidental to the second days action, 


that some of the over-ranged projectiles from the rebel guns fell in the rear, 
and among the knapsacks of the regiments, scattering them generally, and 
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driving the guards to shelter. A cannon ball struck the bass drum played by 
T.B. Totten, Co. F, who became quite excited over this unasked help in 
playing his drum. At night a detail from the regiment was sent out to bring 
in the wounded, who, in the gloom and darkness, could only be found by 
their moans. Many; in their blood-drenched clothes, were found frozen to 
the ground. The wearied detail, about 8:00 in the morning, heard a cry near 
the rebel picket line, but deemed it unsafe to go to the relief. Alexander 
Kinmont, Co. F, who had charge of a detail of seven men, decided to 
attempt the relief of the unknown sufferer, and after some urging persuaded 
his comrades to follow him. The wounded man was found almost inside 
the enemy’s line, badly wounded, lying on his back, and his hair frozen to 
the earth. They cut him loose and brought him safely into hospital.

Isaiah Baughman, was born in 
Carroll County, Ohio, Jan. 5, 1843, a son of John and Nancy (Slentz) Baughman, 
natives of Ohio. His grandparents were native of Pennsylvania, and early settlers of 
Ohio. In 1844 his parents moved to De Kalb County, Ind., and entered a tract of 
120 acres from the Government on section 23, Union Township, which he cleared 
and to which he subsequently added forty acres. He was one of the sturdy pioneers, 
and endured many hardships and privations. After paying for his land he had a 
little money left with which he bought some salt and leather and a scanty supply of 
provisions. He was twice married. To him and his first wife were born eight 
children---Addison, George W., Isaiah, Eliza (wife of David Mizer), Nancy M.

When seventeen years of age he enlisted in the defense of the 
Union in Company H, Thirtieth Indiana Infantry, and served from September, 
1861, till February, 1862, when he was discharged on account of ill health. The 
following August he again enlisted, and was assigned to Company A, Eighty- 
eighth Indiana Infantry. At the battle of Stone River, Jan. 2, 1863, he was wounded 
in the right leg, and lay in the hospital till April 20, when he was discharged. A fier 
his recovery he again enlisted March 25, 1864, and served in Company A, First 
Indiana Heavy Artillery till the close of the war; was discharged in January, 1866.

Isaiah Baughman enlisted in Co. H 30" Regiment Indiana Infantry, September 
5"" 1861, and was discharged February 22", 1862 for disability. He re-enlisted 
August 29", 1862 in Co. A of the 88"" Regiment Indiana Infantry. He was 
discharged April 20", 1863 on account of gunshot wounds received in the “Battle 
of Stones River”. He enlisted again March 15", 1864 at Waterloo, Indiana in Co. 
A 1“ Indiana Heavy Artillery and was finally discharged February 10", 1866. 
“From Nashville Hospital”, Isaiah Baughman, of Co. A gsm Regiment, writes 
from the hospital at Nashville. He was wounded in the late battle, and is still “on 
his back”, as he says: “Our regiment marched up in front of the rebel lines on the 
morning of the last day of 1862, formed and lay down. But soon after daylight, the 
battle commenced. The rebels pressed on the left of our lines, and drove us back 
in spite of all we could do. They soon got a crossfire on us, but we re-formed in a 
cedar swamp, where the cedars grew as thick as ever the brush grew in the 
Tamarack Swamp. There we held our position, till nearly 10:00, when the rebels 
drove our left lines back so far that they were on three sides of us, and we had to 
go back. Then the rebels got out of the woods, and our men went at them with a 
yell, and drove them awhile. The rebels fought the best the first day, but after that 
our men drove them back by inches till they had to retreat. I got along very well 
till the day after New Year’s, when I got a ball put through the calf of my right leg, 
but it did not hit the bone. It will be sometime before I can soldier anymore. J.D. 
Likens of Co. H 30™ Regiment is here in Hospital, shot through the back of the 
head. William Miller, Peter Barnhart, and Nathan Osburn, of the same company 
were killed. I have not heard from the 44" yet. (Signed) Isaiah Baughman

Captain E.B. Cutter is a 
native of North Hadley, Hampshire Co., Mass., born Oct. 12, 1831, a son of Elam 
and Mary (Gaylord) Cutter. His great- grandfather, Jairus Cutter, came to America 
with the pilgrims in the Mayflower. His great-grandmother, Susan Bowman, was 
living in Charlestown at the time of the battle of Bunker Hill, and carried water to 
the gunners. She died in Boston at the age of 100 year, two months and five days. 
His Grandfather Cutter was a soldier in the Revolution, and his father in the war of 
1812. Our subject was reared in his native county, and when sixteen years of age 
began to learn the carpenter and joiner’s trade of his father. In the spring of 1851 
he went to Walworth County, Wis., and raised the first crop of tobacco in that State 
for a man named Isaiah Hibbard. In 1852 he went to Texas, where he helped to 
build the first steam saw and grist mill in Bonham, Fannin County, He then built a 
cotton-gin and mill in Grayson County, and in 1853 went to Santa Fa, New 
Mexico, for his health, but soon after returned home. In the spring of 1856 he came 
to Indiana and spent a year in Steuben County, and there met Miss Eliza Vinton, to 
whom he was married May 19, 1856. May 3, 1857, he moved to Waterloo, where 
he followed millwrighting and house building till Aug. 6, 1862, when he enlisted 
in Company A, eighty-eighth Indiana Infantry, as a private. At his first battled, 
Perryville, he was promoted to Orderly Sergeant; at Stone Rive, to Sergeant, and 
soon after to Second Lieutenant. He participated in the battles of Chickamauga, 
Lookout Mountain and Mission Ridge, and in December, 1863, was commissioned 
Captain for his bravery, having previously risen to the rake of First Lieutenant. He 
was subsequently in the Atlanta campaign and in all the engagements of the 
Fourteenth Army Corps, comprising Dalton, Resaca, Pumpkin Vine, New Hope 
Church, Kenesaw Mountain, Marietta, Chattahoochee River, Peach Tree Creek and 
siege of Atlanta. After the battle of Atlanta he was given a leave of absence, and 
subsequently was on detached service under General Thomas, and engaged in the 
battle of Nashville and pursuit after Hood. He was then stationed at Whitesides a 
short time; soon after joined his former command at Goldsboro, and with it 
participated in the battle at Raleigh where his command captured a rebel flag, a 
part of which is still in his possession. At the time of Sherman’s and Johnston’s 
armistice and Lincoln’s assassination he was at Martha’s Vineyard, N.C., and 
marched from there with his command to Washington. He participated in the grand 
review at Washington where he was mustered out, and June 16, 1865, was 
discharged at Indianapolis. He then returned to Waterloo where he has since 
resided. He has followed the millwright’s trade, and has built mills in Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Florida. He helped to erect the first grist- 
mill in Waterloo, De Kalb Co. To Captain Cutter and wife have been born six 
children---Carrie, Faney, Charles, George, Frederick and Earl. He is a member of 
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Waterloo City Lodge, No. 307, F. & A.M., and Wm. Hacker Chapter, No. 63, 
R.A.M. In Politics he is a Republican and hae twice been nominated by his party as 
candidate for Sheriff.

When he was six years of age his parents 
moved to De Kalb County, and here he was reared on a farm, and in his early 
manhood was engaged in rafting. His early education was limited to the country 
schools, but having an insatiable thirst for knowledge, he bade defiance to all 
difficulties, and in his youth determined to make the profession of law his life- 
work. He devoted his leisure hours to such books a he could procure, and when 
nineteen years of age was given the use of Reuben J. Dawson’s law library. He 
then became more diligent in his study, and in 1855 was admitted to the bar, and 
from that time till after the breaking out of the civil war practiced in De Kalb 
County. In July, 1862, he recruited a company, which was assigned as Company 
H, to the Eighty-eighth Indiana Infantry, and was commissioned its Captain. The 
regiment was assigned to the Army of the Cumberland under the command of 
General Thomas and subsequently General Rosecarns. He participated in many of 
the more important battles; at Chickamauga had command of the regiment. After 
the battles of Lookout Mountain and Mission Ridge, in which battles he was 
engaged, he was promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel. He participated in all the 
engagements of the Atlanta campaign, and marched with Sherman to the sea. After 
the battle at Savannah was promoted to Brigadier-General. He was present when 
General Johnston surrendered, and at the grand review of Sherman’s army. After 
the close of the war he returned to De Kalb County, where he has since pursued his 
profession. He is one of the most eloquent orators and most powerful advocates 
before the bar in the State of Indiana, holding his audience spellbound from the 
commencement to the close of his argument. He is purely a self-made man, and 
has won his place at the head of the fraternity by his indomitable will, which 
allowed no obstacle to stand between him and success. The General was married 
March 10, 1853, to Mary, daughter of Manly Bruce, of Geauga County, Ohio. 
They have two daughters and one son.

Inter-State Publishing Company, Chicago, 1885. D.D. Diehl, of Butler, Ind., was 
born in Summit County, Ohio, Jan. 25, 1843, son of Isaac Diehl, who moved to De 
Kalb County, Ind., in April,1843, and settled in Stafford Township. He remained 
on the farm with his parents until 1861, when he enlisted in Company F, Forty- 
fourth Indiana Infantry, and in March, 1862, was sent home on account of ill 
health. After his recovery in August, 1862, he re-enlisted in Company H, Eighty- 
eighth Indiana Infantry, under Captain, and afterward General Blair, and 
participated in the battles of Perryville, Stone River, Chickamauga, Lookout 
Mountain, Mission Ridge, Resaca, Peach Tree Creek, Kenesaw Mountain, 
Chattahoochee River, in all the battles in front and around Atlanta, in the decisive 
charge of Jonesboro, which caused the fall of Atlanta, and marched with Sherman 
to the sea and through the Carolinas, and was in the last and bloody battle of 
Bentonville, N.C., where the first division of the Fourteenth Army Corp, under 
command of Jeff. C. Davis, Major-General commanding, did such gallant and 
noble fighting, his regiment being the first to open the fight, being put on the 
skrimish line very early in the morning. He was taken prisoner at Stone River, Jan. 
2, 1862, and exchanged soon after. He had his full share of suffering, and 
contracted disease that will always remain in his system. He was married May, 26, 
1867, to Salina S. Walters, daughter of Peter Walters. They have had four children; 
but three are living---George C., Minnie M. and Lena A., the youngest now being 
twelve years old. He came to Butler in 1866, and the fall of 1867 moved to 
Tiskilwa, Ill., and remained two years; returning to Butler he has made this his 
home ever since. He was in the agricultural implement business three years, and 
the book and stationery business with Jones Brother, Chicago, Ill., two years. He is 
a tin and copper smith by trade and is foreman of the shop of Beadle & McCurdy, 
of Butler, Ind. He is member of Meade Post, No. 44, Department of Indiana, 
G.A.R. and is Commander of the post.

The Act of July 4, 1884, provides that the fee for the prosscution of a pension olsim shall be $10 only, unless 4 
te larger fee, not exceeding $26, is agreed upon under a special written contract. The fee will be paid to the attorney, or 
other peraon entitled thereto, by the Pension Agent out of the pension allowed, Should the attorney or other person 
demand or receive for his services any greater compensation, he would subject himself to the penalties provided in the 
statute, as follows: 

Any agent or attorney or other person instrumental in prosecuting any claim for pension or bounty land who shall 
directly or indirectly contract for, demand, or receive or retain any greater compensation for his services or instrument 
ality in prosecuting a claim for pension or bounty land than is herein provided, or for payment thereof at any other time 
ox in any other manner than is herein provided, or who shall wrongfully withhold from a pensioner or viaimant the whole 
or any part of the pension or claim allowed and due such pensioner or claimant, or the land-warrant issued to any arch 
claimant, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall for eyery such offense be fined not 


exceeding $509, or imprisoned at hard labor not excceding two years, or both, in the discretion of the court.

The comrades of the 88" regiment Indiana Infantry volunteers, held a 
very successful reunion at Auburn, Tuesday, August 29"" the anniversary of 
their muster into the U.S. service 49 years ago. The forenoon was spent in 
assembling the comrades and distributing badges on which a list of the many 
engagements in which the regiment participated were printed and the acorn 
which was the emblem of the 14"" Army Corps in which they served was 
also conspicuous. 

A fine dinner was served by the W.R.C. and at 1:30 p.m. the comrades 
and their friends met in the coliseum which was well filled. The drum corps 
played some old fashioned tunes which served as a reminder of other days. 

Col. O.H. Widney presided and after singing “America”, Rev. 
Thornburg led in the invocation. Comrade Frank N. Beidler and comrade 
C.R. Reed sang solos and also a duet with Miss Edna Broughton presiding at 
the piano. Mayor Hugh R. Culbertson gave an earnest heart felt welcome 
which was responded to by a comrade of the 88" from Fort Wayne. 
Following the formal part of the program the Colonel introduced comrade 
W.H. McIntosh, of a Wisconsin regiment, who delivered an able address 
covering much of the history of the 88", their battles, marches and sacrifices, 
as he served in the same department of General Sherman’s army. 

This address was full of army history and included an earnest 
exhortation for the comrades to carry out their good record by a faithful 
adherence to their duties as citizens and especially as regards their 
obligations to the Great Commander who rules the universe. The address so 
pleased the comrades that upon motion Mr. McIntosh was made an honorary 
member of the 88" regiment, for which he expressed his highest 
appreciation. 

Captain Fred Boltz, of Co. F 88" regiment, who resides at Bluffton, 
then gave an extended history of the service of the regiment from the date of 
enlistment until the grand review at Washington and the final muster out in 
May, 1865. 

His address was full of facts and figures showing the heroic service 
the regiment performed and the many incidents of bravery and loyal 
discharge of the soldiery duty as required each day. He closed an earnest 
exhortation that the comrades should exercise their rights as citizens at the 
ballot box and cast their ballots for only such men as were loyal to the best 
interest of the nation and who would recognize justice for the veterans who 
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saved the union and made it possible to hold its place among the nations of 
the earth. 

Many of the comrades departed for their homes at the close of the 
afternoon session as the do not feel able to remain away from their own 
firesides in the late hours of the night. 

The camp fire was quite an interesting and enthusiastic meeting. The 
day was perfect and the comrades were very happy in meeting each other 
once more in reunion. There were about 95 members of the regiment 
present and a large number of comrades from other regiments. The next 
reunion will be held in Kendallville, August 29", 1912.

Biography of Thomas H. Tomlinson, page 945. History of De Kalb County, 
Indiana. Inter-State Publishing Company, Chicago, 1885. Thomas H. Tomlinson, 
Auditor of De Kalb County, Ind., is a native of Ireland, and was born at Arklow, 
Wicklow County, Sept. 14, 1837, a son of John and Mary Tomlinson. Before he 
was three years of age his father died, and thus at a very early age he was obliged 
to battle with the world. When he was ten years of age, in 1847, he came with his 
mother to the United States and settled in Wilmington Township, De Kalb Co., 
Ind., near the present site of Butler. When a mere boy he worked out as a day 
laborer, and thus maintained and educated himself. In 1862, at Butler, he enlisted 
in the Union army as a private in Company A, Eighty-eighth Indiana Infantry, and 
served till the close of the war. He was mustered out in 1865. After his return home 
he taught school during the winter and worked as a farm hand the rest of the year. 
In November, 1882, he was elected on the Democratic ticket, Auditor of De Kalb 
County for a term of four years. He is well qualified for the position, and makes an 
efficient officer. In the spring of 1866 Mr. Tomlinson was married to Mary E. 
Freman, who died in September, 1877, leaving three children---Martha I., Laura A. 
and George. In November, 1879, he was married to Mary Teutsch. They have one 
daughter--- Dette Leola. 

Biography of Thomas H. Tomlinson. Vol. II, pages 696 / 697. Presidents, Soldiers, 
Statesmen: H.H. Hardesty, Publisher, New York, Toledo, and Chicago, 1894. 
Thomas H. Tomlinson Is a resident of DeKalb county, Ind., having settled there in 
1847, having been born Sept. 14, 1836; he is the son of James and Mary (Savil) 
Tomlinson, the father dying in 1838, and the mother in 1890; he was farming in his 
adopted county, when at the age of 25 he enlisted as a private in Co. A, 88th Ind. 
V.I., Ist Brig., Ist Div., 14th A.C. He was mustered out at Washington City June 7, 
1865, with the rank of corporal. In August, 1863, he was taken to hospital No, 1, at 
Nashville, where he remained five months, ill with bilious fever, rejoining his 
command at Chattanooga, Tenn., in Jan. 1864. On the March from Bowling Green 
to Nashvillle, the teamster deserted, and Comrade Tomlinson was placed in charge. 
His battle list includes, Perryville, Stone Rive, Resaca, Rocky Face Ridge, Mill 
Creek, Tunnell Hill, Buzzards Roost, Snake Creek Gap, Dalton, Adairsville, Rome, 
Kinston, New Hope Church, Burnt Hickory, Pumpkin Creek, Altuna Hills, 
Kenesaw Mt., Marietta, Big Shanty, Peach Tree Creek, Atlanta, Love Joy Station, 
Seige of Atlanta. Utoy Creek, Jonesboro, Griswoldville, Averysboro, Bentonville, 
and in Sherman’s March to the Sea, received his honorable discharge at 
Washington, D.C., June 7, 1865. He draws a pension and is a member of Waterloo 
Post, 52. He was first married to Mary Freeman, who died Sept. 26, 1876. They 
had four children, Mattie, Laura, dec., Albert, dec., and George. He was again 
married to Mary Teutsch, born March 10, 1862. Their children are Detie L, and 
infant son, deceased. Her parents were Michael and Sarah Teutsch. They are both 
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living. A cousin of our subject, Thomas Cowan, was in the 38th O.V. [., died in. 
1870. His wife’s brother, George, was a member of the same company and 
regiment as was her husband. Mr. Tomlinson is a farmer and his address is Butler, 
DeKalb Co., Ind.

William Krontz, farmer, 
section 22, Wilmington Township, was born in this township, March 5, 1844, a son 
of John Krontz, one of the pioneers of De Kalb County.

Park Sebert Is a 
resident of DeKalb county, Ind., where he settled in 1846, having been born in 
Knox county, Ohio, July 4, 1840; he was engaged in farming, when at the age of 
22, he enlisted at Waterloo, Ind., Aug. 7, 1862, as a private in Co. A, 88th Ind. 
V.L., Ist Brig., Ist Div., 14th A.C.; he received a slight gunshot wound at the battle 
of Chickamauga; he was taken to the hospital at Chattanooga in 1863, remaining 
there until the close of the war. In September, 1864, he was furloughed for 15 days, 
and the time was extended another 25 days, at the expiration of which time he 
returned to hospital, Nov. 4, 1864; he was detailed at different times as guard over 
wagon trains. He took part in the battles of Perryville, Stone River, Lookout Mt., 
Chickamauga and Mission Ridge: his honorable discharge was granted him at 
Chattanooga May 26, 1865; he draws a pension of $10 per month. Mr. Sebert was 
married Aug. 14, 1866, in Steuben county, Ind., to Mary J. Wright, who was born 
July 22, 1845, in Lagrange county, Ind.; her parents are Edward and Polly (Barry) 
Wright, both deceased, and the parents of Mr. Sebert, John and Jedidah (Parks) 
Sebert, are also deceased. The children born to this union are Lizzie dec., Lila, 
Edward, John Henry dec., Albert, Charlotte dec., lo, Polly and George. Two of our 
comrade’s brother’s, George and William, and an uncle, Wesley Parks, were in the 
service; his wife’s brother George, was also in the army. The wife’s grandfather, 
John Barry was in the War of 1812. Mr. Sebert is a farmer, and his address 1s 
Sedan, DeKalb Co., Ind. 

Biography of Park Seberts, page 586. History of De Kalb County, Indiana. 
Inter-State Publishing Company, Chicago, 1885. Park Seberts, farmer and stock- 
raiser, Fairfield Township, was born in Knox County, Ohio, July 4, 1840, a son of 
Henry andJ___ (Park) Seberts, his father a native of Germany and his mother of 
Virginia. In 1846 his parents moved to De Kalb County, Ind., and settled in Union 
Township, where his father died in 1850. His mother survived him twenty years 
and died in Richland Township in August, 1870. After the death of his father Park 
found a home with his sister, Mrs. Talbot, of Richland Township, and remained 
with her till after the breaking out of the Rebellion, Aug.7, 1862, he enlisted in 
Company A, Eighty-eighth Indiana Infantry, and participated in the battles of 
Perryville, Stone River, Chickamauga, Lookout Mountain, and Mission Ridge.

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Biography of Captain Marquis L. Rhodes, pages 715 / 716. History of De 
Kalb County, Indiana. Inter-State Publishing Company, Chicago, 1885. Captain 
Marquis L. Rhodes, deceased, was born in Piqua, Ohio, Feb. 15, 1835, a son of 
Jeremiah Rhodes, who settled in De Kalb County in 1836, and is now a resident of 
Spencerville. He remained at home on the farm till fourteen years of age, and then 
went to Fort Wayne, and for six years was employed as clerk in the store of Henry 
Orff. He then returned to Spencerville and established a general store, which he 
conducted till the fall of 1857, when he moved to Auburn and carried on his 
business there till August, 1862, when he raised Company A of the One Hundredth 
Indiana Infantry, and was appointed its Captain. He was a valiant soldier, serving 
till the following December, when he died at Memphis, Tenn., from the effects of 
measles. He was married Dec. 4, 1856, to Sarah E. Harmony, daughter of Jacob 
Harmony, of Decatur, Ind. To them were born three sons, but one of whom is 
living---Cecil, who lives in one of the Western States. One son, Leon, died in June, 
1880, aged twenty-one years. Mrs. Rhodes is a resident of Newville, and one of the 
most esteemed ladies of the place. Captain Rhodes was a prominent member of the 
Masonic fraternity. 

At Auburn, Marquis L. Rhodes, using his little red brick store on the south- 
east corner of Main and 9" Streets, opened a recruiting office. He succeeded in 
raising a full company and was chosen Captain himself. They } were mustered in as 
Co. A, 100" Indiana Volunteer Infantry, and on September 10", 1862, left Fort 
Wayne for Memphis, Tennessee. With this regiment went Rev. Charles A. Munn, 
as chaplain, and David J. Swarts as assistant surgeon. The former resigned on 
August 10", 1863, and the latter served until his command was mustered from the 
service. During its service, Co. A had 5 captains, namely: Captain Rhodes, Ezra 
D. Hartman, Lucius Barney, John H. Moore, and Eli J. Sherlock. Moore died of 
wounds received in the Atlanta Campaign. 


From the Regimental History, “Marches and Battles of the 1 00" Indiana 
Infantry”. By Eli J. Sherlock 


Captain Marquis L. Rhodes recruited company “A” at Auburn. He enlisted 
August 6", 1862, and was commussioned August 13'". He died in Memphis, near 
Fort Pickering, December 10", 1862. Captain Rhodes’ body was brought back 
home to Dekalb County. He was buried in White City cemetery in Spencerville, 
Indiana. Over a thousand people attended the funeral. 

Ezra D. Hartman entered the service as Second Lieutenant on August 13", 
1862. He was promoted to First Lieutenant October 4" and to Captain on the 11 
of December, 1862. He served in the field in Northern Mississippi and Southern 
Tennessee in the winter of 1862-63; was in active service along the line of the 


th 
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Memphis and Charleston railroad during the winter and spring of 1863. He 
commanded his company during the siege of Vicksburg and on the march to 
Jackson. During the siege of those places he was much exposed to the intense heat 
and dust during the summer of 1863, the effects of which broke down his health 
and almost destroyed his eyesight. He was honorably discharged by order of the 
war department November 6'", 1863. Captain Hartman took with him the regrets 
of both officers and men when he left the service. 

John H. Moore entered the service as Second Sergeant. On the 11" of 
December, 1862, he was promoted to Second Lieutenant, and on the 7" of 
November to First Lieutenant, and was commissioned Captain, but was not 
mustered as such. He served faithfully in the field during 1862-63-64. He was 
mortally wounded by a cannon shot on the front line at the battle of Lovejoy, 
September push 1864, and died at Marietta, Georgia, October 1*', 1864. 


From the Civil War Letters, Diaries and Reminiscences of Theodore F. Upson 
“With Sherman To the Sea”’ Battle of Lovejoy 1864 


We have been hearing heavy explosions in the direction of Atlanta. We 
marched to Jonesboro and found the Johnnys had gone leaving a great many 
wounded. Our regiment was deployed as skirmishers and we started after them. 
We soon struck their rear guard and had a running fight with them for over four 
miles, following them so close they could not stop to take advantage of the works 
they had thrown up to cover their retreat. We wanted to capture their train which 
we could see on the road close by. They had a Battery of two guns on a hill. They 
kept firing at us with solid shot. We could see those balls coming almost from the 
time they left the guns; they mostly went over us but one struck Captain Moore of 
Co. A, cutting off both his legs. 


Eli J. Sherlock was promoted to Orderly Sergeant, was through the 
campaign in Northern Mississippi, the siege of Vicksburg and Jackson, the march 
from Vicksburg to Chattanooga; was wounded in the assault on Missionary Ridge, 
participated in the Atlanta campaign, was Assistant Provost Marshall of Marietta, 
Georgia, in July and part of August, 1864; was in the battles of Jonesboro and 
Lovejoy, the pursuit of Hood, the march to the sea; was wounded at Griswoldville, 
was at the siege of Savannah, was at the burning of Columbia, made the march 
through the Carolinas. Was promoted to First Lieutenant August 13", 1864, and to 
Captain, October 2"", 1864.

Biography of Joseph C. Prosser, page 663. History of De Kalb County, Indiana. 
Inter-State Publishing Company, Chicago, 1885. Joseph C. Prosser, son of William 
and Mary Prosser, was born in Ashland County, Ohio, April 25, 1841, and was 
twelve years of age when his parents moved to De Kalb County. He remained at 
home till Aug. 15, 1862, and then enlisted in Company A, One Hundredth Indiana 
Infantry. His first engagement was at Holly Springs, Miss., in the fall of 1862. 
Subsequently he participated in the siege of Vicksburg, battle of Mission Ridge, 
and all the battles of his regiment in the campaign with Sherman to Atlanta and the 
sea, and thence to Washington, D.C., where he participated in the grand review of 
the army May 22, 1865. June 8, 1865, he was discharged and returned home, 
where he has since been as faithful to the duties of a citizen as he was to those of a 
soldier. He participated in eighteen battles and many skirmishes. Mr. Prosser was 
married April 24, 1879, to Louisa Baltz, a native of Franklin County, Pa., born Oct. 
15, 1853, a daughter of Jacob and Barbara Baltz, natives of Germany, coming to 
the United States before their marriage, locating in Pennsylvania, and later in 
Indiana. Her mother died in November, 1877.

E.D. Hartman Isa 
resident of DeKalb county, Ind., where his parents settled in 1847, having been 
born May 16, 1841, in Lehigh county, Pa. He was a law student at Auburn, Ind., 
when at the age of 21, he enlisted at Auburn Aug. 13, 1862, and was elected and 
commissioned 2nd Lieut., in Co. A, 100th Ind. V.L, being appointed Ist Lieut. Oct. 
A, 1862, and Capt, Dec. 11, 1862; he contracted disease of the eyes and some kind 
of blood poisoning in the service. He took part in the battles of Vicksburg, Jackson, 
and all the engagements of his regiment while in service.

Mrs. Hartman's parents 
are deceased. Our comrade had one brother in the service, Joel E., now resides near 
Ashley, DeKalb Co., Ind. Mr. Hartman was a representative in the legislature for 
1866-7 from DeKalb county. Immediately following he held the office of 
prosecuting attorney for three years then for the 14th Judicial Circuit consisting of 
six counties. He received an academic education then attended the law department 
of Michigan University, before enlistment, then after the war completed the course 
and graduated in the law college at Cleveland, Ohio; he draws a pension, is a 
member of DeLong Post, 67, having been commander in the same; he 1s a lawyer 
and his address is Auburn, DeKalb Co., Ind. 

Biography of Ezra D. Hartman, pages 877 / 878. History of De Kalb County, 
Indiana. Inter-State Publishing Company, Chicago, 1885. Ezra D. Hartman, 
attorney at law, Auburn, was born in Lehigh County, Pa., May 16, 1841, ason of 
Abraham and Catherine Hartman, also native of the State, his father of German, 
and his mother of English descent. Abraham Hartman was a minister in the 
Methodist Episcopal church. In 1847 he moved to De Kalb County, Ind., settled on 
a farm three miles northeast of Auburn, where he lived several years and 
subsequently moved northwest of Auburn, where he died in the spring of 1873. 
aged sixty-three years. He was an energetic, progressive citizen and was especially 
active in all matter of interest to the church. His wife is still living on the 
homestead with one of her sons, in the seventieth year of her age. Ezra D. Hartman 
received a good education attending the district school and the Auburn High 
School. He began teaching when but seventeen years of age and taught several 
years, attending school in the meantime as he had opportunity and means. While 
teaching he borrowed some law books of Judge Mott and read during his leisure 
hours under his direction. He afterward entered the office of J.B. Morrison and 
remained with him till September, 1861, when he went to Ann Arbor, Mich., and 
entered the law department of the Michigan University, remaining there six month. 
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Returning to Auburn he continued his studies and in June, 1862, was admitted to 
the bar. The following August he enlisted and helped to raise a company and on its 
organization was elected and appointed its Second Lieutenant; in less than two 
months he was promoted to First Lieutenant, and two months later to Captain, 
having served in that capacity the greater part of the time from the start. He 
participated in the operations of the army in Kentucky and Tennessee and later in 
the siege of Vicksburg and the capture of Jackson, Miss. While in the army he 
contracted disease, especially of the eyes, which disabled him for active service, 
and in the spring of 1864, having received an honorable discharge, he went to 
Cleveland, Ohio, for treatment and remained till July, 1866, attending in the 
meantime lectures at the law school from which he graduated in the spring, his 
previous knowledge of the law enabling him to pass the examination with very 
little reading. In the Republican Convention of that year he received the 
nomination for Representative in the State Legislature. His opponent was Hon. 
Freeman Kelly. Mr. Hartman entered at once in the campaign speaking at every 
available point in the county, and though the county was very close politically, was 
elected and served with credit. In the spring of 1867 he again began to practice in 
Waterloo, and the following fall was elected Prosecuting Attorney for the 
Fourteenth Judicial Circuit, composing the counties of De Kalb, Steuben, 
Lagrange, Noble, Elkhart, and Kosciusko, and served three years. In the meantime 
he had formed a partnership with J.L. Morland, and the firm of Hartman & 
Morland continued till the winter of 1871, when Mr. Hartman moved to South 
Bend, engaging in practice there. In 1873 he returned to De Kalb County and 
located in Auburn, forming a partnership with J.E. Rose. In September, 1881, this 
firm was dissolved and Mr. Hartman has since practiced alone. He is a popular and 
successful lawyer and has many friends both in and out of the profession. He is an 
eloquent speaker and although not a bitter partisan freely gives his services to the 
cause of the Republican party. He is Royal Arch Mason, and a member of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and was the first Commander of the Post at Auburn. 
He is a member of the Presbyterian church, and has served as Trustee and Elder 
since 1873. He was married Oct. 15, 1868, to Mary, daughter of Levi 
Cummingham, a prominent citizen of Bryan, Ohio. They have three children---

northern Indiana. He was a man of fine intellectual attainments, of most gracious 
personality, of strong and noble character, and one who labored with zeal and 
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devotion in the pursuit of his vocation. As one of those who have lent dignity and 
honor to the legal profession in Indiana and who brought to his chosen vocation the 
strength and devotion of a great soul and a great mind, it is most consonant that an 
extended tribute to his memory be entered and perpetuated in this history. Ezra D. 
Hartman was born in Lehigh county, Pennsylvania, on May 16, 1841, and died at 
his home in Auburn, Indiana, on May 6, 1903. He was the son of Abram and 
Catherine (Russell) Hartman, who were referred to specifically in the sketch of 
Joel E. Hartman, elsewhere in this work, therefore further mention will not be 
made of them in this connection. The subject of this sketch was brought to DeKalb 
county, Indiana, in 1847 with his parents and received a good common school 
education, in addition to thorough course in commercial work and the study of law. 
He completed his law course in the University of Michigan, and in June, 1862, was 
admitted to the bar. However, soon afterward he felt called upon to enlist in his 
country’s defense, and in August, 1862, he assisted in recruiting a company which 
was assigned to the One Hundredth Regiment Indiana Volunteer Infantry, with 
which he went to the front. He was commissioned lieutenant of his company and 
was later promoted to the rank of captain. He experienced many hardships and 
discharged his duties with a fidelity and bravery, which earned for him the 
commendation of his superior officers. However, his military service was the 
ultimate cause of his death, for he there contracted diseases, which undermined his 
constitution and from the effects he suffered until the time of his decease. In 1866 
Mr. Hartman located in Waterloo, Indiana, where he began the active practice of 
his profession and the same year was nominated on the Republican ticket for 
representative against Hon. Freeman Kelley and, after an active campaign, was 
successful at the polls. In the fall of 1867 he was elected prosecuting attorney of 
the fourteenth judicial district, composed of the counties of DeKalb, Steuben, 
Lagrange, Noble, Elkhart and Kosciusko, serving three years in this position and 
discharging his duties with credit to himself and to the satisfaction of his fellows. 
He continued the practice of law in partnership with J. L. Morlan, in Waterloo, 
Indiana, until 1871, when he moved to South Bend, but two yeas later he returned 
to DeKalb county and formed a partnership with Hon, J. E. Rose, of Auburn, 
which continued until 1881. In 1898 Mr. Hartman was nominated in convention 
held in the Waterloo opera house for judge of the thirty-fifth judicial circuit, 
composed of Steuben and DeKalb counties, and was triumphantly elected. During 
his term of office he was at times incapacitated for the discharge of his official 
duties because of his failing health, but he demonstrated a wonderful tenacity and 
will power and oftentimes presided over the court when almost any other man 
would have felt unable to be present. He was conscientious and carefully guarded 
the public interest as judge in rendering decisions and gave eminent satisfaction 
both to counsel and litigants. He manifested a thorough knowledge of the law and 
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had a remarkable comprehension of the main points at issue when a case was 
presented in his court. Kindly and considerate of the attorneys in his court, he was 
in turn treated by them with a reverence almost amounting to affection, as his death 
was considered not only a distinct loss to the community, but to many of the 
attorneys of DeKalb county his passing away was held to be a personal 
bereavement. On October 15, 1868, Judge Hartman was married at Bryan, Ohio, to 
Mary Cunningham, to which union were born three children, Mabel, Walter C. and 
Hubert Ezra. Mrs. Hartman died a number of years ago, and there after Judge 
Hartman made his home with his daughter, Mabel. Fraternally he was an 
enthusiastic member of the Masonic order, having attained to the degree of the 
Royal Arch, and was also a member of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
Religiously, he was a member of the Presbyterian church, in which he held the 
office of elder. He was a faithful supporter of the church’s interests, and in church, 
political and private life alike he was consistent in his motives and actions, never 
violating the confidence, which the people universally held in him. He was a fair, 
honest and able judge, a brave and courageous soldier, a good citizen in the 
broadest sense of the term, and a friend who never violated any confidence placed 
in him. In all that constitutes true manhood and good citizenship he was a worthy 
example and none stood higher than he in the esteem and confidence of the circles 
in which he moved. 
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Hospital Steward, Allen DeVilbiss 


Doctor Allen DeVilbiss was born in 1841 and came with his 
parents to Spencerville, Dekalb County Indiana in 1843. Attended the 
public school, Newville Academy, taught school, took a year at Ann 
Arbor, Michigan and read medicine. 

Hospital Steward Allen DeVilbiss entered the service in Co. A 
100" Indiana Infantry at Auburn, August 10", 1862. He possessed at 
that time, some knowledge of medicine which recommended him to his 
superior officers as an excellent man for that service to which he was 
soon assigned. He served faithfully and efficiently until he was 
compelled to leave the service to save his life. He carried with him on 
his departure the gratitude of many a poor soldier whose sufferings he 
had alleviated. | 

He later took up the study of Eye, Ear, Nose and Throat and 
being of a mechanical turn, invented several types of applicators 
(atomizers), for the treatment of the same. These devices bore the 
DeVilbiss name. He died in 1917. Supposed to be buried in White 
City Cemetery in Spencerville, according to Dr. Willis Carey’s book, 
“History of Spencerville”.

Biography of James N. Chamberlain, M.D., pages 854 / 855. History of De Kalb 
County, Indiana. Inter-State Publishing Company, Chicago, 1885. James N. 
Chamberlain, M.D., is a native of Cayuga County, N.Y., born March 22, 1922. His 
father, Samuel Chamberlain, was a native of Adams County, Pa., near Gettysburg, 
and when a young man went to Cayuga County, where he met and married Mercy 
Cotton, a native of Vermont. To them were born twelve children, nine of whom 
lived till maturity. The father died in 1865, and the mother in 1881. James N. was 
educated in the district school and than academy in Cayuga. In 1844 he went to 
Ohio and taught school in Richland and Huron counties several terms. In the spring 
of 1845 he began the study of medicine, and subsequently attended the Western 
Reserve Medical College at Cleveland, graduating with honors in February, 1849. 
He located in Seneca County, but soon after returned to Plymouth, Richland 
County, where he remained till 1852. Then lived a year in Huron County, and in 
the fall of 1853 came to Indiana and located at Auburn, and in 1865 removed to 
Waterloo where he has built up a large practice. He is one of the most prominent 
physicians of the county, and is held in high esteem, not only by the public, but by 
his brethren in the profession. He is a member of the Northeastern and the De Kalb 
County Medical societies. In 1860 Dr. Chamberlain was elected Sheriff of De Kalb 
County and served two years. In the early part of 1865 he entered the United States 
army as Surgeon of the One Hundred and Fifty-second Indiana Infantry and served 
till the close of the war. Dr. Chamberlain has always taken an interest in local 
affairs outside his profession and has been an active member of the Agricultural 
Society; was the first President of the society, and served nine consecutive years. 
He is a man of more than ordinary ability, and one capable of filling acceptably 
any position to which he may be called. Dr. Chamberlain was married March 29, 
1849, to Catherine H. Brink, a native of Ohio. Two of their four children are 
living---Ida, wife of Judge R.W. McBride, and Ella E., wife of John W. Baxter, of 
Auburn, Laura married John M. Somers, of Waterloo, and died Aug. 27, 1884. 
Mrs. Chamberlain died March 26, 1861. She was an active member of the 
Presbyterian church, and was highly respected by all who knew her. In 1862 Dr. 
Chamberlain married Sarah Thomas a native of Wayne County, Ohio. They have 
two children---Harry D. and Nettie E. Politically Dr. Chamberlain is a Republican.

guards, were continually fighting; Oct., 5, 1864, he was honorably discharged at 
hospital at Washington D.C.; his brothers Samuel W., and Luther B., served in the 
late war, and are both deceased; two brothers of his wife were also in the Union 
Army, Levi, in 6th O.V.C.; and Andrew J., in 42d O.V.I.; Comrade Dickinson's 
wife, Permelia Sears, to whom he was married at Randolph O., was born at that 
place April 9, 1830, of parents, Samuel and Lodisa (Leach) Sears, deceased; their 
children are Oliver C., Charles M., Willis S., Forrest R. and an infant, dec.; 
Comrade Dickinson received his education in Portage county, O., in the district 
schools; was township assessor in 1865, and town clerk in 1859 and '60, in 
Randolph O.; in 1865 he kept a boarding house in Kent O., in the old John Brown 
tavern; in 1866 he came to DeKalb county, Ind., where he was constable in 1877; 
he is amember of Waterloo Post, in which he has been commander S.V.C., Adjt. 
Sergt. Maj., and present Q. M.; he is a florist , draws a pension, and his address is 
Waterloo, Ind.

Thursday and Friday, August 18 and 19", 1881, a “Tri-State” 
reunion was held at Butler, which was a grand success in point of 
attendance. Probably 10,000 persons were present, and this crowd was 
admirably well entertained, as far as food and lodging were concerned. The 
sham battle on the 2"¢ day was excellent; but otherwise there was not much 
system in the reunion. There were no speakers, and very little attempt at a 
program. On the evening of the 2™ day a sad accident occurred. While the 
Butler Artillery Company were firing one of the guns it was prematurely 
discharged, lacerating the right hand of a member of the company named 
Revet in so shocking a manner that it was necessary to amputate it at the 
wrist. Pick pockets made a raid upon the meeting, and harvested a number 
of pocket-books.

Perhaps the most successful soldiers reunion ever held in the county, 
and certainly one of the most largely attended meetings of any kind, was 
held at Auburn, September Tou 1879. Hundreds of teams were parked upon 
cross-streets and alleys, every available nook was made a depository for 
vehicles, and even adjoining fields were lined with stamping steeds. Long 
lines of wagons and buggies kept pouring in until the town was crowded. 
The honest old farmer, with hardened hands, was there in the full tide of 
enjoyment. The good old dame, with her modest bow string and best hat 
and tucker, was there. He with the heavy boots from the fresh plowed fields, 
shoulder to shoulder with the gaudily dressed dandy, checkered the scene 
with their various garbs. Every profession and calling contributed to this sea 
of humanity, while in and around all, ubiquitous and omnipresent, stood the 
soldier, with his badge of honor fastened to his bosom, swelling with pride 
and filled with the enthusiasm that comes of brave deeds and noble actions. 
The occasion was his, the hour was his, and with a light heart and gladsome 
face he entered into his enjoyment. A thousand flags waving in the breeze 
attested the result of his bravery, and the music-ladened air bore to him the 
honor accorded him. 

Friday morning, the eventful day, opened with a few threatening 
clouds, but in a short time the clear blue specks began to brighten and 
broaden. Doubt was dispelled as the leaden canopy disappeared and the 
clear sunlight fell upon the scene, and from that time until the close the 
weather was all that could be desired. During the forenoon the time was 
spent in receiving delegations from various points by the soldiers present. In 
the afternoon a grand parade was made upon the streets, under the command 
of Colonel Zollinger, of Fort Wayne, after which the exercises at the stand 
were held. Colonel I. B. McDonald called the meeting to order, Rev. J. H. 
Norris offered prayer, and Hon. J. H. Baker delivered the welcoming 
address. The music was furnished by a glee club. 

During the exercises a beautiful flag was presented to the Soldiers 
Association of Auburn, by the ladies, through Mrs. Enos Casebeer, which 
was formally received by President Gordon. In the evening an entertainment 
was given at which Robert Hendershot, the drummer boy of the 
Rappahannock, appeared in an excellent performance on the snare drum, 
assisted by Major Coolidge with the fife. Glee clubs from Fort Wayne and 
Auburn also assisted. Short and jolly speeches were made by Capt. Stratton,

Colonels Humphrey and Robertson, Corporal Sweet and others, after which 
all adjourned. 

The last day opened clear and beautiful, and as the last salute was 
being given by Capt. Hopkins’s battery from Toledo, teams began to arrive. 
So large was the attendance of soldiers that two regiments had to be formed 
for the grand parade. At 10:00 the column started, marching through the 
principal streets, making as fine a display as ever was seen in Northern 
Indiana. On the arrival at the stand, Colonel Robertson, of Fort Wayne, and 
others delivered short addresses, mostly in response to toasts. After singing 
and a social recess, came dinner. 


At Auburn in 1883 


Wednesday and Thursday, September 19" and 20", 1883, a reunion 
was held at Auburn, which was attended by soldiers Grand Army Post from 
Southern Michigan, Northwestern Ohio and Northeastern Indiana. The first 
day was rainy, and the attendance was small. Late in the day some 
impromptu speeches were made, none of the invited speakers being present. 
Thursday the weather was more favorable, and the town was early filled 
with visitors. A goodly parade was held, and speeches were made by 
Colonel Robertson and R. Stratton, of Fort Wayne, and W. H. Mcintosh, of 
Auburn. Afterward the never failing Sham Battle was fought.

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Eighty Veterans Met Wednesday, Jan.1°, 1913 


To Observe 50" anniversary of the battle of Stones River. 


An auspicious meeting of veterans marked the 50" anniversary, of the battle of 
Stones River at the Eckhart public library on New Years day. Civil war boys who wore 
the blue were in evidence from nearly every township in the county, as well as a 
number of officials of the three regiments participating in that memorable conflict were 
present. 

Before the beginning of the program the “boys” visited and exchanged war 
stories, and by the time the presiding officer, O.H. Widney, called for order close to a 
hundred veterans and citizens had gathered. | 

When Miss Leah Little came to the chorus in her song, “Battle Hymn of the 
Republic,” the voices of all present made the halls of the library reverberate, and this 
same plan was carried out when Mrs. Sadie Yesbera reached the chorus of her solo, 
“The Red White and Blue”. 

For each of the three regiments represented, a speaker was heard. Philip Noel, of 
the 30" Indiana, in the course of his remarks, said that he shot 26 cartridges during the 
battle. 

Frank W. Willis of Waterloo, who spoke for the 44" Indiana Infantry, 
interspersed his speech proper with short humorous stories and those who heard him 
pronounce it one of his grandest efforts in speech making. 

It was left to Daniel Diehl of Butler to speak for the 88" Indiana and his 
reminiscences of the battle were graphic and interesting in the extreme. 

At the Battle of Stones River, the 30" Indiana occupied a position on the right, 
the 88"" was in the center, and the 44" on the left. In the 30” 213 men were lost. Of 
that number 31 were killed, 110 were wounded and 72 were captured. There were 487 
in the engagement. 

Out of the 44" Indiana, 91 men were lost; 10 were killed, 56 wounded and 25 
were captured. The number in the regiment at that time is unknown. 

The total loss in the 88" was 78. 8 were killed, 51 wounded, and 19 were 
captured. 

The total lost out of the three regiments was 382; 49 killed, 217 wounded and 
116 captured. 

Rev. Thornburg in his deep base voice sang “ When Sherman Marched Down to 
the Sea,” and refused to respond to an encore. 

A male octette from the Methodist Church choir made the room ring with the 
song, “Star Spangled Banner”. Each number on the program was enthusiastically 
applauded. 
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About 80 veterans were present and among that number were the following 
officers: Captains M. B. Willis and A. Kinmont, of the 44". Lieut. J. W. McKay, of 
the 30", and Lieut. Joseph Rainier, of the 88". Captain Kinmont was the oldest soldier 
present. 

At the close of the program William Schermerhorn mentioned the fact that his 
father was a veteran of the war, as well as the father of Mrs. Schermerhorn. 

Before adjournment, Adjutant W. H. McIntosh made a motion that the thanks of 
the assemblage be voted to those on the program, to the trustees of the library for the 
use of the room, and the publishers of the newspapers for so kindly advertising the 
meeting. 

The last act of the veterans was to assemble at the west entrance of the Methodist 
Church, where they were photographed by Mr. Schermerhorn.

Among the citizens of Concord township, DeKalb county, Indiana, who have not 
only won by their personal efforts a fair share of this world’s goods, but also, 
because of their upright and honorable lives, the respect and esteem of the entire 
community, the subject of this sketch stand pre-eminent. He has at all times stood 
for the highest and best interest of the community and is regarded as one of the 
representative citizens of the township. C. W. Freeburn, who is a successful farmer 
and public-spirited citizen of Concord township, DeKalb county, Indiana, was born 
on September 8, 1842, in Schuylkill county, Pennsylvania, and is the son of John 
E. and Matilda (Cooper) Freeburn, the former a native of Scotland and the latter of 
Virginia.

He was a valiant 
and courageous soldier and performed much arduous service and endured many 
hardships in his earnest efforts to assist in the preservation of the National Union. 
Since the war Mr. Freeburn has devoted his attention to farming and is now the 
owner of eighty-nine acres of splendid land in Concord township, this county, 
which he is cultivation with success and good results. He is practical and 
painstaking in every thing he does, giving personal supervision to every detail of 
his work and the general appearance of his place is such as to reflect great credit on 
the owner. In 1881 Mr. Freeburn married Belle McMullin, the daughter of Albert 
and Elizabeth (Whitcomb) McMullin, the father a native of Ireland and the mother 
of Ohio. To this union were born the following children: Mrs. Jessie F. Colburn, of 
Hicksville, Ohio; Mrs. Gail Resoner, of Fort Wayne, Indiana; Briton B, who lives 
in the state of California; William, who makes his home with the subject; Opal also 
is at home, as is Mildred. Politically, Mr. Freeburn gives his earnest support to the 
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Republican party, believing the principles advocate in its platform to be those most 
conducive to the highest interests of the America people. Fraternally, he is a 
member of the Masonic order and of the post of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
at St. Joe. Personally, he is a genial, straightforward and hospitable gentleman, 
whom everybody honors and respects. He has been a hard working man, and to his 
own personal efforts is attributable the success which he has enjoyed. Because of 
his earnest life and sterling character he has won and deserves the high standing 
which he now enjoys in the community where so many of his active years have 
been spent.

Inter-State Publishing Company, Chicago, 1885. Philip Noel, the eldest son of 
John and Elizabeth (Endsley) Noel, was born in Seneca County, Ohio, Feb. 25, 
1838. He was reared and educated in DeKalb County, coming here when an infant, 
with his parents. He received his rudimentary education in the district schools, and 
subsequently attended the Auburn Academy two terms. Aug. 28, 1861 he enlisted 
in Company H, thirtieth Indiana Infantry, and Sept. 24 was mustered into the 
service of the United States. Oct. 9 he left Indiana for Camp Nevin, in Harding 
County, Ky., and the next month went to Murfreesville, Ky. From there went to 
Tennessee and joined Buell’s army, and participated in the battles of Shiloh, 
LaVergne, Stone River, Liberty Gap and Chickamauga, where, after fighting two 
days, he was taken prisoner Sept. 20, 1863, and for two months was confined in 
Richmond, Va.., and five months in Danville, Va. He was paroled and sent to the 
Federal lines May 2, 1864, and May 7 was exchanged. June 8 all Indiana soldiers 
were examined and those found unfit for duty were ordered to Indianapolis for 
discharge. Among this number was our subject. He arrived in Indianapolis June 16, 
and remained there till Sept. 29, 1864. His brutal treatment in Southern prisons so 
undermined his health that he has never recovered from its effects. When he 
enlisted he was appointed Fourth Corporal, and when discharged he ranked Duty 
Sergeant. Returning to civil life he resumed agricultural pursuits, and now owns a 
good farm of 120 acres, eighty acres in Butler and forty acres in Keyser Township. 
DeKalb County. He is a wide-awake, progressive farmer, and his land shows the 
effect of having a thrifty owner. He has nearly two miles of underground tiling. In 
1874 he was Assessor of Butler Township. He is a public-spirited, enterprising 
citizen, and has hosts of friends and acquaintances. He was married June 29, 1865, 
to Mary C. Stoner, a native of Cuyahoga County, Ohio, born Jan. 18, 1835, a 
daughter of John and Agnes Stoner, of Butler Township. Mr. and Mrs. Noel have 
had three children---and infant, deceased, born June 18, 1866; John C., born Jan. 
1,1869; and Isaac, born Jan. 31, 1872, died Sept 15, 1872. Mr. and Mrs. Noel are 
members of the Methodist Protestant church, and he has been superintendent of the 
Sunday-school for several years. He is a member of Mentor Lodge, No. 591, 
1.0.0.F., Auburn, and DeLong Post, No. 67, G.A.R. In politics he is a Republican.

Amos enlisted Aug. 11, 1862, in Company D, 
Eighty-eighth Infantry, and participated in the battles of Perryville, Stone River, 
Chickamauga, Atlanta, and all others of that gallant regiment, with Sherman, and 
at Washington, D.C., in May, 1865, was one of the proud heroes of the grand 
review; was discharged June 7, 1865. Of the other children of John Hilkey, Frances 
married George Thorp, of Allen County; John E. and Abraham (twins) died in 
infancy; James A. resides in Nebraska; Benjamin and Samuel are residents of 
Jackson Township; Mary, deceased, was the wife of J.D. Freeman; Charles Bennett 
died at the age of fifteen years. Amos Hilkey entered the employ of Edmund 
Freeman after his return from the war and soon after married his daughter, Rosan, 
who was born in Ohio, Sept. 13, 1842. He remained in the employ of Mr. Freeman 
six years and then bought eighty acres of land on the same section (30), where he 
has a comfortable and happy home. Mr. ad Mrs. Hilkey have eight living children-- 
-Edmund Norton, Martha S., Elmer L., Mary J., Howard Hayes, Bessie A., Jesse 

O. and Francis M. Daniel B. died at the age of four years; Amos A., aged two years 
and Edith B., aged four months. Mr. and Mrs. Hilkey are members of the 
Methodist Episcopal church. In politics he is a Republican.

County, Indiana; B. F. Bowen & Company, Inc., Indianapolis, 1914. Fealty to facts 
in the analyzation of the character of a citizen of the type of James Provines is all 
that is required to make a biographical sketch interesting to those who have at heart 
of the good name of the community, because it is the honorable reputation of the 
man of standing and affairs, more than any other consideration, that gives character 
and stability to the body politic and makes the true glory of a city or state revered 
at home and respected abroad. In the broad light which things of good repute ever 
invite, the name and character of Mr. Provines stand revealed and secure and, 
though of modest demeanor, with no ambition to distinguish himself in public 
position or as a leader of men, his career has been signally honorable and it may be 
studied with profit by the youth entering upon his life work. James Provines was 
born in Wayne county, now Ashland county, Ohio, on January 7, 1846, and is the 
son of Alexander and Dorcas (Adams) Provines, the former born in Pennsylvania 
on January 31, 1818, and the latter in Ohio on January 15, 1820. On the maternal 
side the subject is Scotch-Irish extraction, and his maternal grandfather, Hugh 
Adams, was a soldier in the war of 1812. Hugh Adams was born in county Down, 
Ireland, about 1785, and when he was but three months old his parents brought 
their family to America. The subject’s grandparents on the paternal side were of 
good Scotch-Irish stock and came to America late in eighteenth century. The 
subject of this sketch received a good, practical education in the district schools of 
his home county and afterward engaged in teaching for five terms. After 
completing his education he learned the carpenter’s trade, at which he employed 
himself until he had, by the most rigid economy and good management, succeeded 
in Saving enough money with which to buy a farm, since which time he has made 
agriculture his life work. He is now the owner of a tract of land of two hundred and 
seventy-seven acres in Jackson township, and also owns some good town property. 
Progressive and enterprising in his methods, he has steadily and persistently 
followed out advanced ideas in relation to agriculture, with the result that he has 
been able to realize very gratifying returns for his labors.

Provines belongs to the Free and Accepted Masons, the Knights of Pythias, the 
Grand Army of the Republic and Patrons of Industry, and 1s deeply interested in 
the workings of these various organizations. Mr. Provines possesses a social nature 
and by his genial and kindly attitude with those whom he has come in contact, he 
has won the confidence and respect of everyone.

James Provines, third 
child of Alexander and Dorcas Provines, was born in Wayne County, Ohio, Jan. 7, 
1846, and was in his eighth year when his parents moved to De Kalb County. His 
early education was received in the schools of Jackson Township, and but for his 
ambition would have ended there, as his services were needed on the farm, but his 
studious habits when not otherwise employed have made him one of the best 
informed men in the township.

They had a family of eight children--- 
Elizabeth, a prominent school teacher, died at the age of twenty-six years; Abigail, 
widow of William Stewart, who died while in the war, a member of the Twenty- 
fourth lowa Infantry; Mary, wife of Henry Straub, of Sargent County, Dak.;

V. I., died 
in service in summer of 1864 at Jeffersonville, Ind., where he is buried. A brother 
of his second wife served in 44th Ind. V.I. Comrade Reed was married in 1868, in 
Noble county, Ind., to Mary P. Perry, born in Swan twp., Noble county, Ind., of 
parents, Oliver and Mary (Francis) Perry deceased; one child was born to this 
union, Clyde V. By a second marriage to Ella S. Smith, he had three children, 
Daisy A., Mary B. and Margaret M. Comrade Reed received a common school 
education in the district schools of DeKalb county; he attended Seminary in 
Huntertown; after the close of the war he attended school in Ft. Wayne, Ind.; 
taught school in Allen, DeKalb and Noble counties; he taught vocal music 20 years 
in ordinary classes and normal classes in Ohio, Ill., and Ind. He is U.S. express 
agent at Waterloo Ind., and is also interested in a flour and feed exchange. His 
present address is Waterloo, Ind. 

Biography of Charles R. Reed, pages 447/448/449/450. History of DeKalb 
County, Indiana; B. F. Bowen & Company, Inc., Indianapolis, 1914. A career 
marked by earnest and indefatigable application has been that of his substantial and 
honored citizen of Waterloo, where he has maintained a residence for many years, 
during all of which time his life has been an open book, known and read by his 
fellowmen. He was a valiant soldier of the Civil war, where his fidelity was of the 
type which has characterized his actions in all their relations and gained for him 
the confidence and esteem of the public and unbounded respect of all with whom 
he has been brought into contact. Charles R. Reed, who, after a life of strenuous 
activity, is now retired and residing in his pleasant home in Waterloo, Indiana, was 
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born in Butler township, DeKalb county, on October 13, 1842, the son of Russell 
and Marilla (Holbrook) Reed. Russell Reed was born probably in Vermont, and in 
New York state married Marilla Holbrook, who was born in Massachusetts, the 
daughter of Lyman Holbrook, Lyman Holbrook brought his family to DeKalb 
county from Jefferson county, New York, whither they had come from 
Massachusetts, and in 1834 they settled in the southwestern part of Butler 
township, and here he spent his later life with the exception of five years, when he 
lived in Iowa. His death occurred in 1864 and his wife survived him many years, 
her death occurring in 1893, both being buried on the Huntertown cemetery. 
Charles R. Reed was reared to maturity in Butler township, and in August, 1862, 
he enlisted in Company C, Eighty-eighth Regiment, Indiana Volunteer Infantry, 
which was assigned to the Army of the Cumberland. Mr. Reed enlisted as a private 
but was soon promoted to the rank of corporal. On September 20, 1863, he was 
wounded at the battle of Chickamauga and was confined in the hospital for five 
months. The day after he was wounded he was captured by the enemy, but ten days 
later was paroled. In the winter of 1864-5 he was detailed to go to Chattanooga and 
thence to Charleston, Tennessee, to take charge of a company of men made up 
from different regiments. He participated in the battles of Perryville, Murfreesboro, 
Chickamauga, and the battles, skirmishes and marches incident to the campaign 
leading up to Atlanta, and nearly all the other engagements of his regiment until 
the close of the war, receiving his honorable discharge on June 7, 1865, at 
Washington, D. C. A brother of his, Oliver Reed, died in the service at 
Jeffersonville, Indiana, in 1864. Before the war Mr. Reed had received his 
education in the district schools and had also attended the seminary at Huntertown, 
and after the war he attended the free school at Fort Wayne, completing here the 
education which had been interrupted by the war. He engaged in teaching school 
with considerable success in Allen, Noble and DeKalb counties, and also taught 
vocal music for twenty years, both in ordinary classes and in normal classes in 
Ohio, Illinois and Indiana, and in the public schools of Waterloo, resigning his 
position in the latter schools in 1911, Although he was requested by the board to 
continue his labors there. During the same time that he was teaching school Mr. 
Reed also supervised the operation of his farm, in which he met with good success. 
He is now retired from active pursuits and is living quietly in his pleasant and 
attractive home in Waterloo. In 1868 Mr. Reed was married in Swan township, 
Noble county, Indiana, to Mary P. Perry, who was born and reared there, a 
daughter of Oliver and May (Francis) Perry. To this union was born one child, 
Clyde V., who is telegrapher operator at Waterloo for the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern railroad, his wife being ticket agent. He married Ella Goodwin, the 
daughter of Leander Goodwin, and they have one son, Lynn Goodwin Reed. In the 
year that Mr. Reed moved from Noble county to Waterloo, 1871, his first wife 
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died, she passing away on September 17th, and on March 16, 1876, he married 
Ella S. Smith, who was born in Franklin township, this county, the daughter of 
Henry and Mary Jane (Shaneholt) Smith. Her father, who was born in Ohio, was a 
son of Archibald and Mary (Thompson) Smith. The former a native of Teregles, 
Scotland, born on December 127, 1788, the latter born in Cumberland county, 
England, on October 29, 1794. These parents were married in Liverpool, England, 
on October 11, 1818, and immediately started for America, being ten weeks on the 
ocean. They lived in New York a short time. Then moved to Stark and Medina 
counties, Ohio, where they followed farming pursuits until 1841, when they came 
to DeKalb county, Indiana, locating near Hamilton in Franklin township, where 
Archibald Smith bought five hundred acres of land. Here his death occurred in 
1861 and his wife died in 1876. Their son, Henry, married Mary Jane Shaneholt, in 
Stark county, Ohio, and came here in 1841. His wife died when their daughter, Ella 
S., was a child only three months old, and Henry Smith’s sister, Margaret, became 
the foster mother of the little one and reared her to womanhood. After Ella was 
grown to maturity and married to Mr. Reed she always thought Aunt Margaret as a 
child would a mother. Miss Margaret Smith lived with her parents until after their 
death, and then she and her brother, Archibald, lived in Waterloo for some years. 
In 1888 she became the wife of Jacob I. Frazer, who died in 1898, and now she 
resides in Waterloo. She was born near Massillon, Stark county, Ohio, on 
September 24, 1831, and is now eighty-two years old. Mr. Reed now makes his 
home with her. Her life has been one of quiet self-sacrifice, performing many kind 
deeds for others, many of whom remember her with gratitude. Her training, 
example and instruction so impressed itself on Mrs. Reed that the latter became a 
devoted wife and mother, rearing her children to honored and respected 
womanhood. To Mr. and Mrs. Reed were born the following children: Daisy A., 
the wife of Edmund Brown, of Urbana, Ohio; Mary Blanch is the wife of Frank 
Spiker, of Massillon, Ohio, and they have one son, Harold R.; Mabel Margaret ts 
the wife of Lawrence Eugene Pontius, a photographer at Columbia City, Indiana. 
the mother of these children died on January 19, 1894. She was a devoted and 
faithful member of the Presbyterian church and was beloved by all who knew her. 
Charles R. Reed has led an active and strenuous life in some respects and has at all 
times enjoyed the absolute confidence of all who knew him. Aside from the 
interests already mentioned he was at one time a partner in a flour and feed 
exchange and also served as United States Express Company’s agent at Waterloo. 
He was twice elected justice of the peace, serving eight years altogether and the 
discharge of his duties was characterized by a sense of justice and discrimination 
that earned the commendation of all familiar with the proceedings of his court. He 
is amember of the Presbyterian church, in which he is an elder, and also a devoted 
member of the Grand Army of the Republic, which he served as commander three 
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full terms, filled out another term by appointment and is now commander of the 
post. His integrity of principle and purity of motive are unquestioned and being a 
man of splendid disposition he is consequently popular in all the circles in which 
he moves, and is eminently deserving of representation among the enterprising and 
progressive citizens of his community. 
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Biography of Samuel J. Tarney, pages 669 / 670. History of De Kalb 
County, Indiana. Inter-State Publishing Company, Chicago, 1885. Samuel J. 
Tarney, youngest child of Samuel and Elizabeth (Wyatt) Tarney 1s the oldest native 
resident of Jackson Township. He was born on the old homestead, Feb. 4, 1841. 
His father was born in Pennsylvania in 1794, and was left an orphan before his 
recollection. In his boyhood he went to Ohio, where he was apprenticed to the 
miller’s trade, and there grew to manhood. He married Matsey Maloy Sept. 14, 
1820. She died April 14, 1822. Aug. 21, 1823, he married Catharine Horn, who 
died Oct. 1, 1826. Nov. 8 1827, he married Elizabeth , daughter of Nathan Wyatt, 
and in 1837 came to De Kalb County, Ind., with the Wyatt family and bought 160 
acres of land on section 24, Jackson Township. He was also engaged in milling in 
the pioneer days, and was the first miller of Spencerville. To this last marriage 
were born six children, all of whom are living---Mrs. Magdalina Henderson, of 
Allen County, Ind.; Mrs. Lydia Jane Steward, John W., Nathan, Simeon N., and 
Samuel J. A daughter by the second marriage, Mrs. Mary Ann Galloway, is living 
in Ashland County, Ohio. Mrs. Tarney died June 20, 1867, and Aug. 7, 1870, Mr. 
Tarney married Mrs. Ann Berry, also a daughter of Nathan Wyatt. Mr. Tarney died 
Feb. 18, 1878. He was an energetic, public-spirited man, and is remembered by the 
pioneers for his many good qualities. He helped organize the township and was for 
eighteen years Town Clerk, in addition to holding other positions of trust. Samuel 
J. Tarney lived with his parents till manhood. He was married May 22, 1862, to 
Nancy Walter, a native of Wayne County, Ohio, born Aug. 27, 1842, and came 
with her parents, Joseph and Sarah Walter, to De Kalb County, in 1846. She is the 
third of a family of fourteen children. Her father died Dec. 31, 1882, aged sixty- 
five years. Her mother is living on the old homestead on section 16, Jackson 
Township. Sept. 20, 1864, Mr. Tarney enlisted as a recruit in Company D, 
Seventy-fourth Indiana Infantry, and served till July 27, 1865. He participated with 
Sherman in the march to the sea and through the Carolinas. After his return home 
he remained on his father’s farm till the fall of 1868, when he bought 100 acres on 
section 15 and 22, where he has since resided. His farm is well cultivated, and his 
residence and farm buildings are among the best in the township. Mr. Tarney is a 
Democrat in politics. He is a very popular man with his fellow townsmen, and has 
held several official relations. Six children have been born to Mr. and Mrs. Tarney- 
--Sarah E., a graduate of Indiana State Normal School, now Principal of the High 
School at Bourbon, Marshall Co., Ind., Walter Marion died in 1871, aged four 
years; Cora Olive, Estella May, Joseph Byron, and Frank Marion are at home.

Samuel J. Tarney Son of Samuel and Elizabeth (Wyatt) Tarney, deceased, was 
born in Jackson twp., DeKalb county Ind., Feb 4, 1841, where he received his early

education. His wife, Nancy Walters, to whom he was married in this county, May 
22, 1862, was born in Wayne county, Ohio, Aug. 26, 1842, daughter of Joseph and 
Sarah (Nixon) Walters, deceased. The children of this union are Marion W. dec., 
Sarah E., Cora O., Estella M., Joseph B. and Frankie M. Comrade Tarney’s army 
life dates from Sept. 20, 1864, when at the age of 23 years, a farmer, he enlisted; 
he joined Co. D, 74th Ind. V. L, 3rd Brig., 3rd Div.,14th A.C. as a private. 
November, 1864, he was detailed as cattle guard near Atlanta and May 24, 1865, 
he was in hospital at Washington, D.C., two months with typhoid fever. With his 
Regt. he took part in the battles of Brier Creek, Bentonville, and with Sherman on 
is March to the Sea. July 26, 1865, he was granted an honorable discharge at 
Findlay Hospital, Washington, D. C., and now has a pension.

Was living in DeKalb county, when at the age of 17, he enlisted at Auburn, in 
September, 1864, as a private in Co. E, 21st Ind. Heavy Artilly. In 1864, he was 
furloughed for ten days. His honorable discharge was granted him at Indianapolis, 
Ind., March 5, 1865. Mr. Murphy was born Dec. 23, 1848, in Stark county, Ohio. 
His parents were William and Lydia (Deal) Murphy, both now deceased. Mr. 
Murphy was united in marriage Feb. 1, 1882, at Fort Wayne, to Julia Surface, who 
was born May 1, 1857, in Allen county, Ind. Their children are Nellie, John and 
Callie. The parents of Mrs. Murphy are John and Ellen (DeLong) Surface, the 
mother is still living. Mrs. Murphy had one brother, Neal Surface, in the army. He 
was taken with small pox and returned home but died. The great grandfather of Mr. 
Murphy, was in the Revolutionary War. Our comrade is a member of DeLong 
Post, 67; he draws a pension, is by occupation a painter, and his address is Auburn, 
DeKalb Co., Ind. 
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Biography of Oliver H. Widney, pages 464/465/466/467. History of DeKalb 
County, Indiana; B. F. Bowen & Company, Inc., Indianapolis, 1914. The request 
which should always be accorded the brave sons of the North who left homes and 
the peaceful pursuits of civil life to give their services, and their lives if need be, to 
preserve the integrity of the American Union is certainly due the gentleman to a 
brief review of those life the following lines are devoted. He proved his love and 
loyalty to the government on the long and tiresome marches in all kinds of 
situations, exposed to summer's withering heart and winter's freezing cold. On the 
lonely picket line, a target for the missile of the unseen foe, on the tented field and 
amid the flame and smoke of battle, where the rattle of the musketry, mingled with 
the terrible concussion of the bursting shell and the deep diapason of the cannon's 
roar, made up the sublime but awful chorus of death. To the heroes of 1861-5 the 
country is under a debt of gratitude which it can never repay, and future 
generations will commemorate their achievements in fitting eulogy and tell of their 
heroic deeds in story and in song. Among the honored veteran of the Civil war and 
respected citizens of DeKalb county, Indiana, none occupies a higher place in 
popular esteem than the gentleman whose name appears above, and who, now 
retired from active business affairs, is living quietly at Auburn, secure in the 
confidence and respect of all who know him. Oliver H. Widney was born near 
Newville, DeKalb county, Indiana, on the 12th of November, 1841, and is a son of 
John P. Widney, a sketch of whom appears elsewhere in this work, When the 
subject was about two years old the family moved to what is now known as the H. 
M. Widney fruit farm, near St. Joe, this county, and in 1851 they moved to 
Auburn, the subject's father having been elected county clerk. In the fall of 1856 
the family returned to the farm, where Mr. Widney grew to manhood, He had 
received his preliminary education in the public schools, supplementing this by 
four terms' attendance at the Newville Academy, with the intention of taking up the 
study of law. However, the outbreak of the war of the Rebellion interrupted his 
plans, and on August 7, 1862, he enlisted as a private in Company H, Eighty- 
eighth Regiment, Indiana Volunteer Infantry, which command was assigned to the 
Army of Cumberland. The regiment first went to Camp Allen, at Fort Wayne, 
thence to Camp Morton, at Indianapolis. When the Confederate General Bragg 
made his advance on Louisville, the Eighty-eighth Regiment was sent to that city 
to assist in its defense. The command took part in the Buell-Bragg campaign, and, 
in October, 1862, was in the battle of Perrysville. After that battle, Mr. Widney 
was taken with chronic diarrhea and was confined in a hospital at Danville, 
Kentucky. When partially recovered he and a number of other convalescent 
soldiers paid all their cash in order to get to Lebanon, where they joined their 
regiment. Going with the command to Tyree Springs, they crossed the river from 
Nashville just before the battle of Murphreesboro. There, Mr. Widney became so 
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ill from his sickness that he became unconscious and was left by his comrades, 
who were then maneuvering against the enemy. After awhile the warm sun revived 
him in a measure and for hours he wandered aimlessly about, unconscious of his 
actions. Eventually he was found and taken into the city of Nashville, where he lay 
on the sidewalk until evening, when he was taken into the court house. After the 
battle a comrade, Dyer Matthews, and others returned to where they had left Mr. 
Widney for the purpose of burying him, expecting to find him dead. Afterwards 
they joked him as being unreliable, because he ran away from his own funeral. At 
Nashville, Mr. Widney was discharged on account of physical disability. However, 
he was too ill and weak to make the trip home alone and his father went to 
Nashville after him, it requiring five days to get him home, his condition was so 
precarious. After recuperating his health, Mr. Widney returned to his studies at the 
Newville Academy, but he could not remain at home while his country needed his 
services, and, on July 18, 1863, he enlisted in Company D, One Hundred and 
Eighteenth Regiment, Indiana Volunteer Infantry, which rendezvoused at 
Indianapolis. On September 16th they started for Cumberland Gap, which lies at 
the intersection of the states of Kentucky, Virginia and Tennessee. There, after a 
short time, the government ceased issuing rations and the soldiers had to forage for 
their subsistence, only one ration being issued to them up to the following 
February. The country had been foraged by both Northern and Southern armies 
until the residents of the locality were subsisting on parched corn, and it was under 
such conditions that the army was expected to feed itself. During that period they 
took Bull's Gap, they were compelled to retreat to Cumberland Gap, and when the 
siege of Knoxville was raised they were at Tazewell, thirteen miles from 
Cumberland. The Confederates sought to escape and the One Hundred and 
Eighteenth Regiment fought them at Walker's Ford to prevent their escape and 
were successful in holding the ford. The regiment then returned to Tazewell and 
there Mr. Widney was taken sick and went to a church, where a hospital had been 
established, and he was made hospital steward. His term of enlistment having 
expired, he then returned to Indianapolis, where he was discharged, and he then 
returned home. At the time of his discharge he held the rank of second sergeant, to 
which he was appointed on December 16, 1863. After his return home he and two 
other men tried to recruit a new company, in which effort they were not successful, 
but the war was then about over. Mr. Widney, now that the grim specter of war had 
fled, settled down to peaceful pursuits, giving his attention to agricultural labors. 
He cleared up and improved a good farm, about two and a half miles north of St. 
Joe, and lived there until 1877, when he traded that tract for the old homestead on 
which he father had settled in 1843 and a part of which he himself had helped to 
clear. He lived on and operated this farm until about 1885, when he moved to St. 
Joe, being compelled to give up active labor on account of the effects of his army 


hardships and illness. In 1882, Mr. Widney was elected a member of the board of 
county commissioners, and in 1884 he was re-elected, serving until 1887. During 
his term of office some of the most important public improvements were 
inaugurated and carried to successful completion, including about four hundred 
drainage ditches, which were established or re-established. These ditches not only 
brought a lot of the best land of the county into cultivation, but also contributed to 
the banishment of malaria from this section. In March, 1890, Mr. Widney and his 
son, H. Mervin, moved to Albion and engaged in the lumber business, but in the 
following fall Mr. Widney sold his interests to his son and returned to St. Joe, 
where he lived until 1895. In that year he moved to Auburn in order to care for his 
father, who died at the subject's home about a year later. After the death of his 
father, Mr. Widney returned to St. Joe, and there, in 1900, he built the opera house, 
a splendid building and much-needed enterprise. Here also he and his son and son- 
in-law, C. F. Kagey, and H. M. Widney established a lumber yard and a hardware 
store. Mr. Widney was admitted to the practice of pension law in all the 
departments of Washington concerning pensions, back pay, etc., during the 
nineties, and he was highly successful in this line of effort, as can be attested to by 
thousands of pensions, and expert examiners giving him a record as good as any in 
the United States. While engaged in that line of work, Mr. Widney traveled 
extensively. Among his old comrades Mr. Widney is held in the highest regard, 
and five different times he was elected colonel of the DeKalb county Veterans' 
association. He was also twice elected colonel of the Eighty-eighth Regiment 
Association, being the present commander of that organization, and served it one 
term as adjutant. He was also president of the Old Settlers' Association two terms. 
On November 3, 1864, Mr. Widney married Emily F. Maxwell, who was born in 
Wayne county, Oho, the daughter of John and Mary (Thomas) Maxwell, who came 
to this county in 1854, when she was but a little girl, locating in Concord township. 
Her father was a carpenter and contractor on the Wabash canal, and it was while 
she was a student in the Newville Academy that Mr. Widney formed her 
acquaintance. Her death occurred on April 29, 1909, and on January 1, 1910, Mr. 
Widney married Mrs. Lucy A. Griswold, a native of Steuben county, Indiana, and 
a daughter of Myron and Lovisa (Dirlam) Tuttle, of Pleasant Lake. Mr. Widney 1s 
the father of two children, a son H. Mervin Widney, and a daughter Mrs. Lenore 
W. Kagey. Mervin Widney, who was born on March 24, 1865, married Hattie 
Davis of Newville, the daughter of Samuel S. Davis and wife, and they have two 
children, B. Von Dale and Doris. Mervin Widney was a partner with his father in 
the lumber business, but is best known as an apple grower, being a widely- 
recognized authority on horticulture. In 1895 he set out his first orchard, 
comprising about a thousand trees, to which he is constantly adding, so that now he 
is the owner of about two thousand five hundred trees. That he has been eminently 
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successful in this line of effort is evidenced by the fact that at the State Apple 
Show, held at Indianapolis in the fall of 1912, he won twenty-six prizes out of a 
possible forty-one, also taking seven second prizes and five thirds, taking more 
prizes altogether then any other exhibitor. He raises Grimes's Golden, Starke, 
Banana, Baldwin, Rambo, Wolfe River, Wealthy, Fall Water, and York Imperial 
varieties, and in the handling of the fruit, which is carefully graded, every attention 
is paid to the protection of the fruit, much of which is wrapped individually. Mr. 
Widney also raises large quantities of strawberries and cantaloupes. He received 
the basis of his horticultural knowledge at the Purdue Agricultural Experiment 
Station, though years of experience have taught him many of the most valuable 
secrets in the planting and growing and care of fruit. For the past five years he has 
been connected with the Purdue lecture course and has lectured in nearly every 
section of the state, being very successful in awakening an interest in Horticultural 
matters and talking in an interesting and instructive manner on the subject. 
Biography of Oliver H. Widney, page 951. History of De Kalb County, 
Indiana. Inter-State Publishing Company, Chicago, 1885. Oliver H. Widney, son of 
John P. and Jane (Linn) Widney, was born Nov. 12, 1841, near Newville, De Kalb 
County, Ind. He was reared on a farm, and it early life attended the district school 
at Orangeville. After moving to Auburn he attended school at that place, 
completing his education at the Newville Academy, after which he taught school 
for some time. When a young man he cleared a farm of seventy acres, bringing it 
from a swampy state to be one of the best farms in his neighborhood. This farm he 
traded in 1877 to his father for the old homestead on the St. Joe River, near the 
town of St. Joe. He has been moderately successful in his farming pursuits, now 
owning a good farm of 134 acres of which he has gained by his own perseverance 
and industry. He was married Nov. 3, 1964, to Emily F. Maxwell, a resident of 
Concord Township. They have two children-H. Mervin, born March 2 1866, and 
Lenore, born May 18, 1881. Aug. 7, 1862, Mr. Widney enlisted as a private in 
Company H, Eighty-eighth Indiana Infantry. He was at Fort Wayne, Indianapolis, 
Louisville, Ky., thence after General Bragg, through Kentucky, and participated in 
the battle of Perryville, Oct. 8, 1862. He was discharged at Nashville, Dec. 15, 
1862, having been sick the greater part of the time while in the army, and returned 
home almost a living skeleton. He remained at home till he recovered, when he 
again enlisted, July 18, 1863, as First Duty Sergeant of Company D, One Hundred 
and Eighteenth Indiana Infantry, and was in the battles of Walker’s Ford, Dec. 
2,1863, Bull’s Gap. in October, 1863, and Tazewell, East Tenn., in January, 1864, 
and was discharged March 4, 1864. Mr. Widney is serving his first term as County 
Commissioner. He has been re-elected to serve a second term. He is a member of 
John C. Carnes Post, No. 144, G.A.R., and has served as Junior or Senior Vice- 
Commander since the organization of the post, being at the present time Senior 
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Vice-Commander. In politics he was reared a Republican, but since 1870 had 
affiliated with the Democratic party.
